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DAVE REYNOLDS Gets Stoned On MAXX WARRIOR 
North Carolina’s Metal Godz 


So where does a trip begin? For me it 
began with an overdose of metallic mayhem 
from the latest hot to trot American metal 
act to emerge with freshly pressed vinyl. 
"High On Metal", the title track of North 
Carolina's MAXX WARRIOR's EP was blasting 
forth sweet'n'deadly music from the Stakk 
Attakked amps. In the inner sanctum of 
Shades I was entranced by the mesmerising 
power of that track. This was IT brothers. 
This was real Americana metallo for ya. I've 
never been quite the same again. 

A few weeks later I received a phone call 
from Executive Records boss and ex-NANTUCKET 
bassist Mike Uzzell. Mike had been told by 
the hair-razin' Hellrazer that I was inter- 
ested in doin' an interview with these boys 
signed to his label. And so....% 

MAXX WARRIOR vocalist Carl Snare seens 
to be pretty down to Earth. No overblown 
ego, no loud mouth rantin' and ravin' about 
how his band are gonna crush all others 
into oblivion - they could do - no, Carl 
is a quietly spoken guy obviously more int- 
erested in letting the music do the boasting 
for him. I like that kind of approach, So 
let's get the lowdown on the band. 

"Well we come from all over the East- 
Coast of the United States" says Carl "The 
band is Scott Atkins on guitar from Virgin- 
ia; Alton Eddins - also on guitar, from 
Ashville North Carolina; Perry Richardson 
is the bassist, he's from South Carolina; 
Billy Doriey plays drums and he comes, like 
myself, from Pennsylvania. 

"We've been together for three years 
but this "High On Metal" EP is our first 
recording." So how did you manage to hook 
up with Executive Records? "Well it was a 
long time ago. We were doing a tour and 
received & call from Mike Uzzell who had 
formed Showtime Management and Agency. We 
kinda hooked up with them as both of us 
were starting out at the beginning. They 
felt we needed an outlet so we formed an 
indie label and that's Executive". Who are 
also responsible for releasing the fifth 
album from Mike's old band NANTUCKET (see 
review in MF13). 

You appear to have developed a pretty 
intense sound. How would you describe your 
music? "Well it's not speed metal, more a 
melodic type metal. It's hardrdrivin! but 
we like to keep some hooklines in there". 

As we spoke the record had only been out 
five days and due to hit the Western world 
with considerable force. The band claima 
varied, diversified set of influences that 


include "JUDAS PRIEST, KISS, METALLICA, AERO- 
SMITH - " and guess what? ANGEL too! Seems 
Carl and the boys have excellent taste! Act- 
ually MAXX WARRIOR don't come across as cl- 
ones of any of the above, in fact I can't 
really give you any comparisons, THAT's how 
original they are to my ears y'see. Our 
American readers will hopefully be seeing 
MAXX WARRIOR, as well as hearing then, 
pretty soon. Although they've played a 
considerable portion of the U.S., they 

plan on assaulting your eyes and ears in 
support of the record. 

How about New York Carl? "Well we'll be 
working our way up there by playing in 
Cincinatti, Ohio, Baltimore and Delaware, 

I hope we can play New York soon." 

Which brings us to the question concern- 
ing the release of "High On Metal" in Europe. 
Are MAXX WARRIOR pushing for its release 
here? "Yes we are, right now we're working 
on distribution over there in Europe." If 
you need new excitement in your life. If 
you're sick to the back teeth of having 
to content yourselves with second-rate pro- 
duct from KISS, or waiting for the new PRIEST 
stormer then go spend your pounds, dollars, 
Deutsch Marks or Krone on "High On Metal". 

I tell ya I don't do drugs - never have 
done, 'cos it's METAL of this quality that 
gets me goin'. І don't need no coke, smack 
or grass to hype me up baby. Disbelievers 
often ask me what I see in all this "Heavy 
Metal Noise", Well now you know. It's the 
BEST stimulant next to women, it's excite- 
ment, it's a dream come to life - it's when 
you start playing invisible guitar !сов 
it's you who wants to be up on stage cran- 
kin! it out. And ya know it's true, frus- 
trated musicians Do become music critics! 

So what more can I tell ya 'bout MAXX 
WARRIOR? That they're friends of SUGAR- 
CREEK? "Yeah, we're good friends of SUGAR- 
CREEK. We've played with them a few times 
but obvióusly they're a completely different 
style of music." What about NANTUCKET Carl? 
"Oh we like them too. The funny thing is 
that way back when I was still living in 
Pennsylvania the drummer who is in NANTUCKET 
now and I were in a garage band who used to 
cover one of their songs." It's a funny 
world eh?

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KELV HELLRAZER Talks To JOSHUA PERAHIA 
The New Guitar God, That Writes Songs Instead of Solos 


A chance import of JOSHUA's premier album 
"The Hand Is Quicker Than The Eye" arrived 
quietly on the London rock scene, in 1983, 
distributed by an LA based label. The album 
gained my attention for its thick, gutsy 
sound with lightning quick guitar leads by 
Joshua Perahia, the dominant force of the 
band. I was intrigued enough by the jagged, 
driving beat orchestrated with melodic rock 
textures, that I contacted the band in their 
home of California, finding them in the stu- 
dio at the time; working on material for th- 
eir next record entitled "Surrender". Also 
I found the band with a new line-up to that 
of the first record. The band now only fea- 
tures Joshua Perahia as an original member; 
his new recruits are: Lauren Robinson (bass), 
Patrick Bradlye (keyboards), Joseph Galletta 
(drums), Ken Tamplin (guitar/vocals), Jeff 
Fenhold (lead vocals) and of course Joshua 
Perahia (lead guitar). 

An advance tape of the LP whisks its way 
to me (see MF 14 for review) and sure I'll 
vouch for its fierce rock sound from the pow- 
werful but melodic title cut "Surrender" to 


the riff-rocking guitar virtuosity of "Hold 
On", and the infectious remake of the YARD- 
BIRDS tune "Heartful Of Soul". Not forgetting 
my personal favourite "Love Shock". 

After many overseas phonecalls to LA, I 
finally got to meet Joshua in his South Ken- 
sington hotel. I had to meet the man who 
rockers in Japan had called "World's fastest 
lead guitarist". After watching him play, I 
don't think it will be long before this say- 
ing will catch on. Fiercely proud of his 
band, Joshua speaks with the confidence of a 
lion and the attitude of a true professional. 
Joshua was travelling with fellow guitarist 
Ken Tamplin. Ken also a hot guitarist bring 
together the fastest due I've ever heard. 

The first thing I quizzed Joshua about was 
how he became involved with the guitar? "As 
a kid in the late 1960's I was introduced to 
the guitar by my next-door neighbour. Being 
that both my parents are Greek I was raised 
and fascinated by the speed and dexterity of 
the Bousiki, the staple of Greek music that 
is a bit of a cross between a large long- 
necked Mandolin, and a Russian Bellalyka. The 


Greeks played with incredible speed. So I 
would borrow my friends acoustic guitar and 
copy what I'd seen him doing as well as what 
the Greek players were performing. I was 
self-taught and soon surpassed my friend who 
had been playing for a couple of years. 

Soon he wouldn't let me borrow his guitar 
any-more, so my parents saved up and bought 
me a music book and a harmony acoustic to 
start playing. Aside from seeking perfection 
in my style, tone and modes, I have always 
been a madman obsessed with clean buzsing 
articulate speed. Most people carry their 
calling cards, I play mine." 

What's happening with the band record 
company wise in L.A.? Why the U.K. visit? 
"See the problem with the L.A. companies 
is that we don't know what they expect from 
us. A lot of them are going out of busi- 
ness or merging and they always seem to be 
firing executives as well. Our first album 
has a number one requested song called "Fal- 
ling Again", that set radio phone lines on 
fire at the two biggest rock radio stations 
in L.A. - KLOS and KMET. Our video "Broken 
Dream" was played on MTV and Home Box Office 
cable TV on regular rotation, without a 
record deal. Sometimes you just can't give 
it away.. I guess the companies want us to 
wear saw blades and kill our mothers on- 
stage before they will sign us!!? 

"We came to the U.K., Europe and Jap- 
anese climates because they are orientated 
more towards good and new product. Out 
strategy calls for taking the second album 
abroad before launching it Stateside. We're 
knocked out by the fantastic response to the 
first album in Japan. We now have a fan club 
out there and we have signed with SMS Records 
to distribute "Surrender". 

When Joshua dropped in at Shades Records 
he was overwhelmed by the intensity and int- 
erest of the English rockers, some of whom 
were autograph hounds und others were ones 
who had managed to get hold of the first 
album. What's your reaction to these happ- 
enings? "Surprised would be an understate- 
ment, I was blown away by their acceptance. 
They have an intense knowledge of bands 
metal wise, especially from L.A. That's 
probably one reason why the U.K. has a tend- 
епсу to get behind new musical players and 
forms. New music trends originate in the 
U.K. and emigrate to the United States, 
regardless of whether it's pop, rock, new 
wave or metal. 

"I wanna speak intensely about the music 
to fan relationship: first and foremost is 
delivery of sound to the fan. The music is 
the complete communication and that's where 
we put a lot of dollars and twice as much 
work. Too many of the current wave of acts 
are in to crass gimmicks like pentagrams 
etc., to get over to the audience. I still 
believe the quickest road to success is con- 
centrating on the music and producing hit 
sounds." 

Tell me about your involvement in the L.A. 
music scene? "For five years, I've performed 
an aggressive schedule of dates, rocking the 
walls of the finest clubs... Starwood, Roxy, 
Fleetwood, Troubadour, Golden Bear and 
Whiskey. I led the only local band that 
even attemped to hold down the status 
Hollywood clubs for solo shows, and with 
no opening acts to share space with, hauled 
in mountains of equipment and technical mas- 
tery. Rock and Rollers saw me and remember- 
ed. The band became one of the most popular 
and well known combining hard driving tunes, 
killer players and flash. I had the city 


street scene under my belt but not the cov- 
eted record contract I wanted. Now I'm tou- 
gher skinned and more determined than ever. 
I'm pledging all my time and effort to 
bringing the overwhelming sound of the band 
to the fans abroad who have responded enth 
usiastically. What I like is the fact that 
the fans abroad are responding soley to the 
songs. There has been no hype or promotion." 

I next asked Joshua what the bands future 
plans were? "Our future plans include a 
world tour bringing the band to England, 
France, Germany, and Japan. But everything 
depends on the record labels. We're neg- 
otiating with several labels in every coun- 
try. We've targeted for distribution the 
U.K., Belgium, Germany, France, Holland, 
Netherlands, Austria and Switzerland. The 
reaction has been phenomenal. They've made 
time for us, sometimes spending one to three 
hours to talk about the bands tunes and pos- 
sibilities, a real change from the arrogant 
record execs in L.A. Some of the labels I am 
negotiating with have purse strings back to 
the U.S. and so the possibility of returning 
to America on the wings of a foreign subsi- 
ddary is intriguing to me." 

Before wrapping up the interview I asked 
him to name his musical influences. He lis- 
ted: DEEP PURPLE, MONTROSE, KANSAS and SCOR- 
PIONS, especially early SCOPRIONS. Also 
high on the list of musical mentors are 
Carlos Santana and Al Dimeola. So there you 
have it.Joshua promises the maximum show when 
he plays here, hopefully in early 1986. With 
luck, the negotiators will hammer out a deal 
that will allow METAL FORCES readers to get 
а listen to the "Surrender" album before the 
end of this year. Of course there will be a 
Japanese release of "Surrender" and we owe 
SMS Records a thanks for bringing this fiery 
band to the attention of specie and fellow 
rock fanatics.

One of the moste@/surprising bands to 
appear in '86 was STORMTROOPERS OF DEATH. 
The 5.0.р. (as they're better known) рго- 
ject was the brainchild of ANTHRAK's guid 
tar ist, Scott Ian and drummer Charlie 
Benante with an intention of being the 
ultimate cross between speed metal and hard- 
core punk. 

The success of the band's album "Speak 
English Ог Die" has also been met with a 
certain amount of controversy. 

Having been released in the US by Mega- 
force Records; the band had a major deal 
with Island for Canada, which meant that 
MCA would ship the album into Europe for 
distribution. But MCA decided to ban the 
album and then Canadian record stores refu- 
sed to stock "Speak English Or Die" because 
of the French/English speaking problem that 
exists in Canada. 

With A&M also putting a ban on the album 
after seeing the contents "Speak English Or 
Die" finally made it into the European mar- 
ket thanks to CeesWessells and Roadrunner 
Records. 

Well anyway I recently spoke to Scott Ian 
and vocalist Billy Milano about the contro- 
versy but began by asking how the whole 
8.0.D. concept cane. together? Scotte "Well 
when we were in the studio finishing off the 
new ANTHRAX album back in June we came up 
with the Sargent "D' character thats on the 
album cover, end it was really like а cart- 
oon type of thing swe һай pictures of him 
hanging up all over the studio with little 
sayings like "Speak English Or Die" under 
them etc. And Г thought \that everyone likes 
this character 50 much; why mot start writ- 
ing some songs and make я project out of it, 
because we knew we would have some tine off 
while we were Shopping a deal’ fora the: 
ANTHRAX album 

"So we started writing musici and Í cal? 
led up Danny Lilker, the old. ANTHRAX bess 
player and asked him sf ће wanted Бо во it 
with me dnd he said "ува ргеаћ!. I asked 
Charlieour drummer Gf he wanted to play on 
it, and we knew Billy from the; News York 
hardcore scene; Вапа пр out down at CBGB's 
fron likera yearj ago. That's! more ог less 
how the four of us came together. 

"Me and Danny wrote “ali the material in 
the span of about 5 days while ANTHRAX were 
stilljin the studio. Then once ANTHRAX нас 
dong, we recorded ‘itvin just three days: 

(Tt started outeas being like alljoke 
kind of thing and it's ended дар being pretty 
big.” 

How serious #8 S.0.D ңё а long term 
project? Scott: "Well put 1t this way. 
Charlie and I/have ANTHRAX, Danny has NUC- 
LEAR ASSAULT/and Ву ваза band called 
METHOD OF DESTRUCTION, во we all have our 
first priority projects. But there will 
always be time for 8.0.0., because I don't 
think any of us anë gonna be at the point 
yet where we'll ђе busy 365 days of the 
year. I mean we're. already planning on 
doing another album to be released in June 
186 so yeah; 1418 Serious; we have like 16 
songs written already for the new album. 
It's alwayssgonna stay together because 


it's something we all feel pretty strongly 
about." - 

What about playing live gigs? Scott: 
"Well we've already done about, seven gigs 
зе far in the New York/New Јегву area, and 
turned down a gig with MOTORHEAD at ithe 
Ritz because we wouldn't open for then. 

But now 8.0.0. will be put on the shelf 
for a while as ANTHRAX are now going out 
onthe road» И 

Do you anticipate playing апу {1з out- 
side the East Coast? Scott: "0h yeah, def- 
inately. We'll be going to the West Coast 
as soon as ANTHRAX come of the road when- 
ever that may be?" 

I noticed on the album that Charlie 
played lead guitar on one of the tracks - 
"United Forces". How did that come about? 
Scott: "Well obviously his main instrument 
is the drums, but he's a pretty good guitar 
player. We're gonna have a song on the new 
album where we all trade instruments;I'11 
be playing drums, Charlie's playing guitar, 
Billy's playing bass and Danny's gonna sing. 
We're probably gonna call it "The Confused 
Guys" or something like that (laughter)." 

Most metal fans know all about ANTHRAX 
and Danny's band NUCLEAR ASSAULT. But what 
about you Billy what kind. of background do 
you have? You used to be in a band called 
THE PSYCHOS right? "Ygah, 10093: - they were 
terrible. But as Scott said I'm now in 
another band called METHOD OF DESTRUCTION. 
Plus I'm also running а label that's effil- 
dated with Megafonce Records called Sargent 
Тр! Presents..." 

Ts that, promoting hardcore bands? Billy: 
"Well they "ге crossover you know, they're 
gonna ђе like 9.0.04 The ORUMSUOKERS will 
be the first band on the label." 

Why do you think thab there are so many 
punks getting into metal at the. moment, 
dnd viee-versa ав well? Billys "Well I think 
heavy metal is expanding to where it should 
be ехрапа па, зо tis falling towards hard- 
core and hardeore is going up bowards metal, 
but ‘the hardcore bands that can't play аге 
trying Бол стовзоуей andeare just dying. But 
who; cares? 

Is it an aim with S.0.D to try and unite 
hardcore ana пеба! as опе, instead of the 
thin line that exists Бебыееп the two Bt 
present? Billy: "S.0.D. is the first crosa- 
over bande We play the instruments too, we 
don't just bang out.nodse. We are also like 
&-Social poldtical Бапй, we have messages 
that deal with everything." 

Se otti" I think ‘that theydifference betw- 
вер 50-04 anda like. some of the other bands 
whos Gl#in to be а hardcore/metal crossover 
is that, lyrically нна јог іу of them just 
Sing about Satan and all that kinda crap 811 
thestime, whereBs With 5.0.0. the lyrics 
really mean something and in each song we 
try end get something &cross in dt. Like 
all the new stuff we're writing “is very 
Satirical stuff, really ragging on варош 
what's going on in the world at the moment. 

"ме have two new songs = one's called 
"The Death Metal Thing" and the other 
“Satan's Cronies" - amd they're a total 
rag on all these garbage deathymetal bands 
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who can't even play their instruments; they 
just bang out;a total noise for six m 
utes end sereamabout satan.” 

But wouldn't you say thatit's true too 
Of the hardcore scene, that there's a lot 
of bands who can't play either? 56066 ӨН 
yeah it's the same thing. We have songs 
that deal with the hardcore side too. You 
See everyone has ап attitude these days. 
There's hardcore bands im New York who 
think that heavy metal is no соод ёта they 
look at us as rock stars ога шеб іа = 
what's wrong with beings rock star? On 
the other side you get) the metal fans who 
go around saying "What's all this punk 
shit". But then yéu get the people who are 
into both and that's why we're so good; 
we're just ragging Оп the people who don't 
understand." 1 

Many tracks оп the 5.0.0. alvum\are very 
short, especially like "Hey Gordy" (5 seco- 
nds) апа "The Ballad Of Jimi Hendrix" (4 
seconds). From someone who's into metal 
I can't really see the point of three and 
four second songs? Billy: "But that's the 
whole thing. They're pointless so they're 
great and fun to do live. We did what we 
wanted to do and if anyone doesn't want 
to. listen to three second songs then they 
can go onto another song on the album. 

We don't care." Scott: "Yeah we do one 
second songs to piss people off purposely, 
because too many people take things so 
seriously. But the whole thing with 5S.0.D. 
is that we all have a sense of humour." 

You mean a sick sense of humour like on 
"Tha Ballad Of Jimi Hendrix"? Scott: "0h 
people love that song. When we do that live 
we end upidoing it five tines іп а row 
(grarid total of 20 вегопйв!) because the 
people go crazy screaming for us to do it 
арап." MIL 
СО "But coming back to the attitude | 
thing: А lot of the punk fanzines like | 
Maximum Rock'n'Roll" consider us а 
facist band because we called the album 
"Speak English. Ог Dia", But the whole 
thing is suppósed.to be taken with а 
sense of humour. Yoü r Supposed to laugh 
about it; nob Becuse Us of being Nazi's". 

But lookinglathyolP lyr ics you Seem o 
be going into two/directd@as. | Songs like 
"Fuck The Middle East" are stpposed/to 
be getting оуег а Wéssage, Whereas ӨП 
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"Speak English Or Die" you say you're 
making a point but you're not serious about 
it? Scott:"Well we are serious about it but 
it's still funny. T nean it's just every- 
day тате here in New/XoPk City; where you 
come into contact width people who are doing 
а certain job and sWould be able to comm- 
unicate with you, but they can't even speak 
English. 

Wiemean it #5 serious and we believe:in 
everything We Write. But we don't really 
care what people think because Billy is 
bigger than they аге laughter)", 

Personally I do find -D. very hümour- 
ous, in the same way as l appreciated THE 
DICTATORS back in the late\sevent ies/early 
eighties and I much prefer then lyr ically 
ће Bay THE MENTORS whose vegetable attitude 
te вежае ives them little Scope of lasting 
beyond one album. However at the Бале + ine 
I ean understand people being offénded by 
thé Југ ical content of S.0.D., like Jimi 
Hendrix's family (!) and of course the Fre- 
пећ who with a few exceptions are а fairly 
Sensitive гасе anyway. But S.0.D,, indeed 
all forms of music, are there to be enjoyed 
by the people who like it. If you don't 
like it then don't listen to it. 

As for the future: Well S.0.D. will have 
а track "Ram It Up" - which is a cover of 
а song by German band INFERNO - on the 
forthcoming Megaforce compilation "Mega- 
vault". 

I also understand that the band may 
also be featured on the soundtrack of 
"Nightmare Оп Elm Street III". The 
"Nightmare On Elm Street" movies have taken 
the States by storm and feature Freddy Kru- 
eger whose like a modern day Frankenstein 
ог Dracula t Jat S.0.D. wrote a song about 
on their album. 

Freddy Kruegar is played by actor Robert 
Englund who is probably better known by UK 
audiences at the moment as the wimp reptile 
Willie on the TV sci-fi series "V". Well by 
alluaccounts Robert Fnglund isla great fan 
of 8.0.D. and has @one~publicity photos 
with the band ss. Freddy ^Kruegar - вее, our 
front cover = £015.01).

WILL THE REAL BONJOVI 


PLEASE STAND UP? 


JACK PONTI Mastermind Behind The BONJOVI/SURGIN Sound 
Explains His Indifference to KELV HELLRAZER 


Well you lot out in blig- 
hty must be thinking that 
the headline to this inter- 
view is pretty libel stuff; 
well deep in my heart I bel- 
ieve it is true from the 
evidence available. But 
that aside I would still 
like to hear Jon Bonjovi's 
view of the story. Anyway I'm 
here to tell you about SURGIN 
and 1111 let Jack explain the 
BONJOVI situation later. Let's 
go back a few months to when 
it all began. One Rusty Egan 
brings us at Shades, a tape 
to hear; now Rusty (ex-RICH 
KIDS/VISAGE) is hardly known 
for discovering HM acts so 
we took it all as a joke. So 
we play the tape and whadya 
know, "When Midnite Comes" 
blares through the system and 
a killer it is too. But the 
Similarities to BONJOVI are in 
my mind already, and then 
"Shot Through The Heart" (a 
song on BONJOVI's debut) folé 
lows. That's it I thought, 
I gotta find out about this 
band, with the BONJOVI conn- 
ection so strong in ny mind 
I just knew there had to be 
some sort of controversy be- 
hind this band. 

About a month later the LP 
actually hit the stores to a 
mixed reception; either it 
was a "BONJOVI ripsoff" or 
"this is better than BONJOVI", 
I am definately convinced 
that the SURGIN effort is 
better than the two BONJOVI 
efforts and mainly due to 
vocalist Russell Arcara who 
has much more range to his 
voice. Let's not forget the 
rest of the guys in the band 
either because they're all 
fine musicians. Aside from 
guitarist Jack Ponti, you 
have drummer Tommy Swift, 
bassist Michael King and 
keyboardists John Capra and 
Gary Shapiro. So enough of 
the bull. Ladies and Gentle. 
men let me present to you 
Jack Ponti. 

"I'm gonna give you the 


whole history Kelv with this 
BONJOVI thing as you've al- 
ready mentioned his name 
about four times in one min- 
ute. About three years ago, 
Jon, myself, the drummer from 
SURGIN Tommy and another cat 
were all in a band together 
for three years called THE 
REST, so BONJOVI and SURGIN 
are actually splinters from 
that. Jon kind of went and 
signed with Polygram and I 
signed with EMI and we split 
off into different things. 
As far as I'm concerned BON- 
JOVI is really Jon, I mean 
Richie апа the other guys 
help out but Jon is the band. 
We still work together and 
each other, I only spoke 
to/him just a couple of days 
ago." 

What is your reaction Jack 
to - that you are the orig іп 
ator the BONJOVI sound? 
"Ingreality, If I were to 


continued. 
that our sound is quite the 
sane, I took Jon out of high 
School, I met Jon when he 
was sixteen years old and 13- 
terally put him in a band at 


I don't think 


that age. I think my part- 
icular situation with SURGIN 
is that the sound of my band 
is attributed to the band, 
it's not,so much a vision of 
Jack Ponti, it's a unified 
band effort and I think the 
BONJOVI thing is a little bit 
different. If there is a 
rumour going around that I 

am the originator of the 
BONJOVI sound and Jon was in- 
fluenced by me, then I would 
have to go along with it. I 
don't want to bad rap Jon or 
anything like that because 
Jon is a great friend of mine. 
I don't keep an eye on ar 
thing he does and I'm sure he 
doesn't keep an eye on what 
Ido. My rehearsals, demos 
and everything I do is basi- 


cally kept under cuff and 
when Jon and I do see each 
other it's on a social basis. 
It's not on a writing rela- 
tionship, we haven't written 
a song together since "Shot 
Through The Heart". 

"My demos were certainly 
in action a lot longer. I 
was signed at the same time 
Jon was, the only difference 
being that we initially star- 
ted working with Roy Thomas 
Baker and I don't know if you 
know too much about Roy but 
he certainly keeps you doing 
demos until you get it right. 
I don't really think that we 
sound that much alike any- 
more, I think that Jon's 
music is getting heavier 
and were just playing and 
not giving a fuck!" 


I then put it to Jack 
that as far as public opin- 
ion goes, there's no room 
for SURGIN while BONJOVI is 
making it. The music is 
more than similar it's virt- 
ually the same. I could 
have told people they were 
hearing demos for the third 
BONJOVI LP and they wouldn't 
have argued. "Our song- 
writing is definately diff- 
erent. Maybe it's because 
of the similar type produc- 
tion. I'm gonna do the sec- 
ond record entirely different, 
I'm in pre-production with 
it already, I don't like to 
be not working. I don't like 
to get caught with my pants 
down so to speak. We haven't 
rehearsed the first records 
since we finished it." 

Has the band toured yet? 
"We're contemplating on going 
out, but again my attitude 
on going out is that it has 
to be for a real reason, 
where Jon did a little bit 
of a different thing, and 
went out and played every 
gig imaginable which I'm 
definately pro. I'm kind of 
thinking ahead for the sec- 
ond and third records. So 
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it makes sense if this rec- 
ord happend big enough in 
the States; we just released 
"Hands Of Time" as a single 
so if that record happens 
substancially then we will 
go out and tour. It defin- 
ately has to be a proper 
tour because I definately 
ain't going back to that 

club scene. People who go 

to clubs don't wanna hear 
music; they wanna go out to 
get drunk and score. I'ma 
workaholic, I'd rather be in 
the studio than anywhere. So 
if there's an opportunity for 
me to ge back into the studio, 
I'm the first one there." 

Jon Bonjovi makes a guest 
appearance on the LP. What 
did he think of your LP? "Jon 
does backing vocals on "Shot 
Through The Heart". That was 
just a bit of humour. Jon had 
just come back from Japan and 
we were in the studio and he 
stopped by and said "yeah 
I'll sing". So we put him on 
"Shot through..." I covered 
this song because I wasn't 
pleased with BONJOVI!s ver- 
sion. 

"Going back to the JOVI/ 
SURGIN comparison again. Jon 
and I have never discussed or 
even mentioned the similari- 
ties in our music. I think 
if Jon had not appeared on 
the LP and "Shot Through The 
Heart" had not appeared also, 
then the comparisons would 
not be so obvious. I think 
it's a psychological thing." 

Tell me about the connec- 
tions with Billy Squier and 
AEROSMITH? " Well Billy 
produced my first demos. As 
for the AEROSMITH connection. 
Well I've known Steven Tyler 
since I was twelve-years- 
old and he kind of corrupted 
me. I used to go to all the 
old AEROSMITH parties. He's 
been real good to the band 
as well. We've only played 
a couple of shows as a band 
and we've played with RATT 
and AEROSMITH at Steven's 
insistence. He's like an 
older brother type of thing." 
This scuffles all rumours 
tha Jack was once a member 
ot AEROSMITH (See MF14). 

How did the other guys in 
SURGIN come about? "We've 
only been together about two 
years. As far as I'm con- 
cerned Russell's one of the 
best singers in Rock'n'Roll 
and his is the only sound I've 
ever heard that suits the 
SURGIN songs. The day we met, 
literally fifteen minutes 
later we were in the studio 
together. That's the honest 
toGod truth. Probably Rus- 
sell was the catalyst for 
putting the SURGIN project 
across. Russell was the first 
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vocalist I worked with after 
Jon. I've never worked with 
anyone since. I think at one 
point, years ago, Russell 
was in PROPHET the band that 
was in your mag a couple of 
issues back, that was eons 
ago. 

"Tommy, the drummer has 
been with me since the days 
of THE REST, so we are 
talking 1978. Of course we 
have two keyboard players 
as well. It's a real long 
story; we have one keyboard 
player who plays, whilst the 
other one takes his dick out 
at public functions! John 
Capra is a strange character. 
So he's there for an interes- 
ting character kind of addit- 
ion. We do usually have John 
on stage with us, but some- 


times he chooses to hang out 
with the audience instead. 
John's really brain damaged. 
You would enjoy him. He was 
arrested for public nudity 
and he was also done for 
running over 'Stop' signs. 
He was the original keyboard 
player but then when it got 
to the point where his 
psychosis took the best of 
him; then we had to bring in 
Gary Shapiro because John was 
a little bit uncontrollable 
in the studio. That's how 
Gary became the other member, 
We're at rehearsal now beca- 
use we are in the studio next 
week and everyone's here exc- 
ept John. So that gives you 
an idea of where his mind is 
at. He's more at home 


taking his clothes off at 
the record company and doing 
hand stands on the desks. 

We always have to bail him 
out of jail. We keep him 
on the road with us to break 
up the monotony." 

Finally, what are your 
plans for the second record? 
"Well for starters the sound 
is going to be so different; 
there are gonna be no BONJOVI 
comparisons. I don't think 
BONJOVI are gonna be capable 
of what we are gonna do on 
this second LP. Jon is a 
great singer; but even if 
Russell had pneumonia Jon 
still wouldn't have half 
Russell's range. Mick Sealey 
who was the keyboard player 
in THE REST with Jon and I 
is gonna be helping me out." 


Finally after discussing 
the merits of Punky Meadows 
being a car washer I asked 
Jack what his influences 
were? " I grew up on AERO- 
SMITH, DEEP PURPLE... you 
know ali the same things 
most HM people grow up on. 

I used to live for DEEP 
PURPLE. I was crazy on then. 
Today, I don't listen to 
many records, because I work 
with music so much anyway, 
but when I do it's no part- 
icular type it just has to 
be good." 

So after Jack putting his 
ease down, I definately would 
say it's a case of SURGIN 1 
BONJOVI 0. But I still woul- 
dn't mind hearing Jon Bonjo- 
vi's version of the story.

A Buffalo, New York band that sound like 
QUEENSRYCHE, believe it? They've been aro- 
und since 1983 and are about to release the 
second demo, reviewed here as an EP. It's 


well played stuff, if at times, cliched fare.

Sharpe (bass), Ken Landon (guitar), Kenny 
Brand (drums) and, the man with the Geoff 
Tate like voice, Greg Reynard (vocals).

Aside from 
Johnny, the band feature: Nasti Habits 
(vocals), David Paul Andre(bass) and Scot 
Davis (drums). 

Believe it or not DIAMOND REXX border on 
"Death Metal", they aren't really thrash but 
they certainly have the power. They remind 
me quite a lot of METAL CHURCH and old ANGEL 
WITCH. At times they also sound like WITCH, 
but unlike WITCH the glam is only the image, 
there are no glam overtones in the music at 
all. My favourite numbers are the fast 
paced "Land Of The Damned" and the nearest 
thing REXX will ever come to commerciality. 
"Cuz I Wantcha", which featured on ny 
play-list in MF 13. Elsewhere "Live It Up" 
raises eyebrows with its ecstatic guitar 
work and NWOBHM type riff. 

Since WITCH are no longer DIAMOND REXX 
have stepped into the No. 1 spot for the 
glam/death battle. REXX could become big 
news with the right producer. Anyway the 
band have a track on a forthcoming compila- 
tion of Chicago bands, so I'll keep you 
posted.

The instrumental "Darksword" emphasizes 
the great musicianship the band possess 
whilst "I Don't Tell You Lies" is for me 
the highlight of the demo being a superb 
deliverance of out and out thrash. 

There's no doubt in my mind that given 
the right breaks, APOCALYPSE are gonna make 
their mark on the metal world in a big way.

MESSIAH 


Hardcore metal from Switzerland and prom- 
ising stuff too. MESSIAH were formed in 
August 184 and have a current line-up of Tsc- 
hosi (vocals/bass), Stony/Brogi (both guit- 
ars) and Jazzi (drums). The bands "Powerth- 
rash" demo though was recorded without a 
bass player. 

As demos go this is quite impressive, 
being very well produced and superbly pack- 
aged (other bands take note). The demo is 
split into two, a metal side and a hardcore 
side. 

The metal side opens with "The Doom" an 
atmospheric narrated intro to the first 
track proper "Powerthrash", which is a heavy 
riffer that suffers a little by being so 
short. But "Metal March" is excellent, a 
simple but effective instrumental that is 
complimented by some great power riffing and 
lead work from Brogi. 

"Space Invaders" is more in the SABBATH 
doom mould while "Future Aggressor" is again 
a little оп the sort side for my liking to 
be capable of holding any excitement. 

Onto the hardcore side and now we're 
talkin' total thrash as the likes of "Empire 
Of The Damned" and "Satan's Resurrection" 
are unleashed. "Total Maniac" is so unbel- 
ievably doomy that it almost sent me to 
sleep. But the "Anti-christ" is an ultimate 
hardcore thrasher that defies description. 

MESSIAH have obviously still got a lot 
to learn, but their hearts are certainly in 
the right place and there's enough here to 
suggest that the band could cause an under- 
ground stir in '86.

This is the Portland, Oregon based MAYHEM 
that appeared on Metal Blade's "Metal Мазв- 
acre VI" compilation. The band's current 
line-up reads: Nick Damis (vocals), Eric 01- 
son (guitars), Cragi Lower (bass) and Steve 
Hanford (drums); and it was this line-up 
that recorded the "As The World Burns" demo. 

Having failed to provide a track listing 
for the four-track demo makes it difficult 
to pin-point any particular tracks. But with 
the exception of the DIO like epic, opening 
cut, it's all promosing slices of power 
metal. One track in particular - "Lay Down 
The Law"(?) - is an absolute killer. 

MAYHEM are currently shopping around for 
a record deal and on the strength of this, 
it shouldn't be too long before they catch 
the eye of one of the independent labels. 


SEPTIMUS 


Poor old SEPTIMUS must be wondering 
whether we'd forgotten to review his demo 
he sent to us back in July! Well apologies 
are in order and to any other bend still 
waiting. We're getting flooded with demo 
tapes every week, which obviously shows 
how popular this feature is. 

Anyway SEPTIMUS is the brainchild of 
one Septimus A. Heslop, a slick NY dude 
who, in true Dan Beehler tradition bangs 
а mean drum and, er, sings. 

Yeah, it's the singing that put Bernard 
Doe off and even I find Septimus! highly, 
uh, original high vocal style irritating 
- especially on "Dead Or Alive" which has 
a really good conceptual intro which re- 
minds me of the scene in THE WARRIORS where 
The Riffs leader asks "Who Are The Warri- 
ors?!!" and some Richard Pryor piss-take 
of HM values!!! It's real funny when you 
first hear it, how serious does Septimus 
take it? 

"Shout At The Lord" meanwhile is the 
best track with some great all round 
playin' and "Crime Lives At Your Side" is 
also excellent and benefits from a more 
subdued vocal style. Thumbs up to Sep- 
timus for what I found to be something 
pretty good and worth stickin' at but, 
hey, drop the high voice OK?! Incident- 
ally guitars are by Joe Slick as is 
bass and Craig Strachan is on keyboards.

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GENOCIDE 


This is the stuff to give Brian Slagel's 
new Death label wet dreams. GENOCIDE are 
one of the best thrash orientated punk 
bands I've ever set ears on. I had ny 
doubts of course, but once the tape came 
crunching through my sound system I just 
knew MF was onto another winner here. 

Now I have no idea as to how long this 
New Jersey group of delinquents have been 
Setting down musical concrete, but they're 
great - also pretty sick! Read, if you can, 
the info on the boyz when you get hold of 
the demo package like I did.  GENOCIDE - 
prepare for tonz of mail! 

The band are fronted by the enigmatic 
Bobby Ebz (vocals) who teams up with Pete 
Powers (guitar), Bobb Sexxton Teo) and 
the masked madman - Skinbones (drums). 

The demo does however get off to a dodgy 
start 'cos, despite two powerful slices 

of punk induced mayhem in "Silent Hotel"and 
"Blackboard Jungle" the vocals let 'em down, 
not 'cos they're bad but because a) they're 
too rushed. b) you can't really understand 
a word Bobby's saying anyway. 


THE HUNTED 


With the sad demise of that all-girl 
sensation TOUGH LOVE; again from Chicago, 
we have THE HUNTED, whose line-up is: Robyn 
Hunter (drums), Katrina Britt (guitars), 


Constance Lee Cummings (bass) and Monika 
Vandermun (vocals). Now from the 3-track 
demo that blasted its way to my tape deck, 
I would never say that THE HUNTED knocked 
me back the way that TOUGH LOVE did, but 
there is definative potential for THE HUN- 
TED to fill that ever so vacant No. 1 all- 
girl band spot. 

Now the first thing you learn about this 
band when "Dead-End Love" hits the deck is 
that Katrina Britt's guitar playing is hot, 
possibly even matching Gerre Edinger. Whilst 
vocalist Monika Vandermun has all the mak- 
ings of a great vocalist; but the style in 
which she chooses to sing is a bit weird. 
But apart from that I think things could 
really go well for this band, becuase the 
tunes are great. Check out: "Fantasy" and 
"Close To Me" two thunderous rockers, high- 
lighting some breathtaking axe work from 
Katrina Britt. 

As long as THE HUNTED can stick together 
the future looks bright, unlike the RUDE 
GIRL's and TOUGH LOVE's of this world; but 
still in the sidelines we have: FELINE and 
LETHUR PANTEEZ, so all in all the female 
rock scene looks extremely healthy U.S. 


However from then onwards the "Reign Of 
Terror" tape swings into serious hard- 
core action. F'instance "Blowjob"...., yeah 
that's what I said, you read it correctly, 
"Blowjob". This track is one of the best, 
hilarious things I've heard this year be- 
sides "Four F Club" by THE MENTORS! It's 
pretty down-tempo but whilst Ebz demands 
"Gimme A Blowjob" some young slut can act- 
ually be heard throughout the entire track 
doing just that - and what's more I'd wager 
it's for real too}! 

What can be said after that?! Is the 
rest of the demo an, er, anti-climax?! 

Oh no! 'cos we've got "Pick Of The Litter" 
-all women are dogs; "Stillborn" - Sick; 
"Stay Out"- anarchic; the really sick 
"Brain Injured Children" which maybe horr- 
ible in lyrical content but musically is so 
redolent of THE PLASMATICS; and the anthemic 
"Live To Fuck - Fuck To Live" which WRATH- 
CHILD could get into totally. 

What more can I say? GENOCIDE are Kings 
of the punk metal age. Go get'em and re- 
member who sent ya!

only. 

Seriously the above-is 
nothing more than an intro- 
duction to my interview with 
MFN's new signings RIO. And 
pats on baoks are in or- 
because this band just 
to be The best U.K. ans- 
wer to American pomp-po:

Whilst I 
RELEVANT DETAILS. commend MFN for signing the 
band it's not usually the

kind of band the label is 
renowned for is it Steve? 
"No, up til now they've been 
specialising more in a heavy 
metal direction. I think 
we're something of a diver- 
sion for them. This is a 
presumption but maybe they 
see us as a way, I dunno, 

of getting bigger as a record 
company. We appeal to more 
people and we're opening the 
doors for other bands maybe 
similar to us that can do it 
as well". 

Yeah, for a Eden your 
album cover is appealing to 
а wider market. But don't 
you think that there will be 
little girls who go and pick 
the album up thinking you're 
something like - and it pains 
me to even mention the name 
AAAGH! - like, uh, WHAM!? 
"Well hopefully there's some- 
thing there for 'em 'co8it's 
not just about rock music 
it's about songs. We're very 
much into SONG writing than 
just riffs. The album starts 
with "Don't Wanna Be The Fool" 
which is the single. It's 
reasonably rockish which will 
appeal to everybody." 

Before you think RIO are 
some kind of pretty boy pop 
band just go and grab your- 
selves a listen to the "Bor- 
derland" album and especially 
a track called "Shy Girl". 
But I personally find the 
best RIO song to be the one 


that got left off the album 
and got stuffed on the 12" 
B-side of "Don't Wanna Be 
The Fool". Steve: "A lot of 
people have said that actua- 
11у." It's a great deal more 
chunkierthan the rest of the 
album - kinda sounds like 
DEF LEPPARD too. "Oh I dunno 
‘cos "Borderland!" and "State 
Of Emergency" are pretty he- 
avy. We just considered 
"Casualty" was the weakest 
song at the time when we 
were mixing. We had to take 
one track off so "Casualty" 
was chosen". 

OK, so you've got a great 
album out in Europe on MFN. 
Where do you go from here? 
Jon: "We've finalized a band 
line-up which is Martin Witik 
on drums, Ross Griggs on key- 
boards and Pat MacDonald on 
guitar." 

Steve: "We're playing some 
club dates just to warm up 
the band after rehearsals. 
We've got ‘Harvey Goldsmith's 
office working on getting a 
support tour. If we don't 
get the right tour it'd just 
be a waste of time for us. 

We need the right band with 
the right audience who would 
be interested in us rather 
than doing a support to some 
band whose audience isn't 
interested", 

What sort of audience do 
you think would be intested 
in you? "The sort of people 
that like, say Bryan Adams - 
a cross section really. We- 
're not exactly the same 
style as anybody else". And 
I'd say certainly a different 
sound to Bryan Adams! Steve 
continues, "Well if we went 
out with SAXON for example 
the audience would probably 
hate us." That's true. Look 
what happened to PRETTY MAIDS 
recently at a couple of dates 
on the SAXON tour. British 
audiences are very hard 
people to understand. 

Jon: "I think our next 
album we're gonna go for a 
much more ballsier sound. 
More guitar orientated." 

Steve: "We're not a virt- 
uoso band that has an incred- 
ible guitar player or an in- 
credible keyboard player. 
It's just the songs that are 
the important thing." 

Do you think that's lack- 
ing with a lot of these other 
UK bands that go for an "Ame- 
rican" sound? Steve: " I think 
a lot of people are very con- 
trived. They go out of their 
way to sound like something. 
Our stuff is perfectly honest 
Dave, was not contrived it 
was just the way it came out. 
Everybody seems to say "Oh it 
sounds American", Quite why 
I don't know. Maybe it's 
down to influences I don't 


know, but it wasn't а сопвс- 
ious effort to sound American 
and break over there." 

Why did you decide to do 
the "Borderland" album your- 
sleves and not with a proper 
line-up? Jon: "It wasn't 
really a decision, it was 
just the way we've worked 
for the last couple of years 
writing songs. We just work 
really well together and we 
can play the parts we write 
so there's no need to get 
anyone in. 

Steve: "We didn't see 
there was any reason to chan- 
ge what we'd been doing as 
far as the demo's were con- 
cerned. The demo's got us 
the deal which were like 
masters themselves really 
so we thought why: get 
people in and have to teach 
them the parts when we can 
just record them ourselves? 
We knew we'd have to get a 
band together after we'd 
finished anyway." Jon: "I 
think we managed to get a 
band feel in the tracks. I 
don't think it sounds just 
like two guys." 

Well with all that out of 
the way I just had to ask why 
the duo had changed the band's 
name from BOMBAY to the more 
exotic RIO? They were actu- 
ally signed to MFN as BOMBAY 
and even released a single 
last year on the labels sis- 
ter company Food For Thought 
called "Breaking The Rules". 
Steve explained "We changed 


the name to RIO because out 
of desperation it was the 
only name we could think of 


that we liked. I mean, what's 
in a name anyway?" A DURAN 
DURAN song?! (laughs) "Well 
if you think of it some 
heavy bands - take RAINBOW - 
that's a dreadfull name - 
it's also a kiddies TV pro- 
gramme with Teddy Bear's in 
it!! But people forget the 
name and like the music. 
QUEEN's another one. I mean 
that's not a good name but 
you forget it 'cos the band 
are so fuckin' good. Any- 
way in the end we thought 
it didn't matter what we 
were called unless it's some- 
thing ridiculous because it's 
the music that speaks for 
itself. We were known as 
BOMBAY for years but we sudd- 
enly found we couldn't use it 
because there's an American 
band that had been on MIV. 
They haven't got a deal or 
anything but because they'd 
been оп TV they were 'known!". 
So there you have the tale 
of two cities. Whether you 
decide to delve into the story 
further by grabbing a copy of 
"Borderland" is entirely up 
to you. It all depends on 
whether you can, like me, 
appreciate ALL aspects of the 
hard rock/heavy metal unive- 
rse. And RIO are certainly 
living up to the album title. 
"Borderland" metal, I think 
Jon and Steve would agree 
with my sentiments. 
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PREPARE FOR BATTILE 


Mention the name AVENGER and I guess a 
majority of British headbangers think of 
Neat Records "Killer Elite" mob. However 
there's a German band with the same moniker, 
who, in my opinion and I'm sure a lot of 
speed metal enthusiasts, deserve as much 
attention in these pages as their English 
counterparts. (See "Lead Weight" - Ed.) 

Hailing from Herne, the band were formed 
in 1983 and through constant gigging and 
sheer hard work secured a recording contract 
with Wishbone Records in the summer of '84. 
Recorded in the following October and re- 
leased in February '85, "Prayer Of Steel" 
the debut AVENGER album, showed the ingred- 
ients of a class modern metal band in the 
making; mixing speed metal with more con- 
trolled heavy riffs and avoided failing too 
deep into the extremities of total thrash. 

Shortly after the recording of the albun, 
guitarist Alf Meyerrather left the band for 
personal reasons. But AVENGER have now est- 
lished a settled line-up of:- Peter "Peavey" 
Wagner (bass/vocals), Thomas Gruning/Jochen 
Scroeder (lead guitars) and Jorg "Skull" 
Michael (drums). 

It was with Peavey that I recently spoke 
and began by asking about the album. How 
was it selling? "Very well. We're hoping 
to reach sales of over 10,000 very soon." 

So you're satisfied with the album then? 
"Well after recording an album you will al- 
ways find something you could have done bet- 
ter. But yes, generally we're all satis- 
fied with the outcome." 

How about the lyrical content. Would you 
class yourself as a Black Metal band? "Oh 
no! We have never thought of ourselves as a 
Black Metal band, even with some satanical 
lyrics. You see there are so many different 


influences in our music. Like BLACK SABBATH, 
METALLICA, VENOM, JUDAS PRIEST and 0227 05- 
BOURNE." 

What do you think of the fast growing 
metal scene in Germany at the moment? "In 
Germany there are many producers who are 
producing a whole mass of bands purely just 
to make money. Therefore so many bands are 
getting record deals, but in my opinion most 
of them just make noise and have no real 
talent." 

How about your own music. What direction 
will future AVENGER material be taking? "We 
have a 12" EP out soon containing two studio 
and two live tracks. The studio tracks are 
"Depraved To Black" and "Down To The Bone" 
which are both extremely full speed metal. 
The live tracks are "Prayers Of Steel" and 
"Faster Than Hell". You've heard them on 
the album, but live they're even heavier!" 

When can we expect a full length album? 
"Well hopefully in early '86. We'll still 
have the speed metal tracks plus the slower 
ultra heavies as well. We are also hoping 
to tour Europe in the spring." 

Well I for one am certainly looking for- 
ward to seeing AVENGER live and have great 
expectations for their forthcoming album as 
well as the EP. Maybe this time all the 
metal mags - including METAL FORCES - that 
ignored "Prayer Of Steel" will give the 
band some deserved recognition. But until 
then, all of you who missed out on AVENGER's 
great debut are strongly advised to check 
out what you've been missing. 

AVENGER Fan-Club: "The Adoration Army", 
Thomas PreuBler, Krayer StraBe 294, D-4300 
Essen 13, WEST GERMANY. 
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One of the most promising 
demos for me of the past tw- 
elve months has been the 
"Smash Your Skulls With Power" 
demo from Cleveland, Ohio's 
DESTRUCTOR. Not that the 
production was anything to 
write home about, in fact 
it was more like a rehearsal 
tape than a demo. But the 
intensity of sheer power that 
the band produced on that 
tape indicated to me that 
given the right guidance 
then DESTRUCTOR would soon 
be capable of thrashing 
alongside their more est- 
ablished counterparts like 
SLAYER, EXODUS and EXCITER. 

Well you may remember 
that when I reviewed the band 
in "Demo-lition" (МЕЈЛ) they 
had just signed to Auburn 
Records and were about to 
unleash their debut EP 
"Pounding Evil". However 
due to the fact that the 
band felt they had such a 
vast amount of quality mat- 
erial, it was agreed to 
release a full length albun 
instead. 

That album is entitled 
"Maximum Destruction" and 
should be available by the 
time you read this. Having 
heard the rough mixes I can 
confirm that expectations 
are high for a classic debut. 
But due to past experiences 
I'll reserve my judgement 
until I've heard the final 
product. 

Anyway on the eve of the 
albums release, now seemed 
as good a time as any to 
speak to DESTRUCTOR's lead 
vocalist/guitarist Dave 
Overkill. First of all 
Dave, how did it all begin? 
"DESTRUCTOR was formed about 
18 months ago by myself, 

Pat Rabid (guitar), Paul 
Warhead (bass) and a drummer 
who we've since replaced 
with Matt Flammable. 

"Then 6 months ago we 
replaced Paul with Dave Holo- 
caust, because he had a lot 
of problems in his own pers- 
onal life and things didn't 
always work out. I mean, we 
needed someone who would turn 
up for practice all the time

and put 100% effort into the 
band. Which unfortunately 
Paul wasn't." 

Have DESTRUCTOR always 
played thrash metal. Indeed 
would you use the term thrash 
to describe your music? "In 
the beginning it was the 
NWOBHM that influenced us and 
bands like PRIEST, MAIDEN 
and the SCORPIONS too. But 
as we started to get better, 
metal started to progress and 
we just naturally started 
playing our songs faster 
and I guess yeah it's thrash 
metal,but we just like to 
call it heavy fuckin' metal". 

The first photo I saw of 
the band had you wearing

make-up. But you've dropped 
that haven't you? "Yeah, 
that's right. The reason 
being is that every magazine 
we see now has bands wear ing 
make-up. But when we first 
started wearing the stuff 

it was really cool and we 

were really into it, because 
we were one of the first. But 
now it's such a common thing 
that we though fuck that, we'll 
just be ourselves." 

When you sent me your first 
demo, I remember you making a 
point of stating that you 
were not a black metal bend. 
Has it always been your int- 
ention to stay away from all 
the satanical overtones? 


"Yeah, well some of the other 
guys in the band are really 
into black metal a lot. But 
it really bums me off that 
all the bands who write this 
satanic shit sound the 

same and sing about the same 
topic. We want to be as 
diverse as possible in our 
lyrical content; more like 
the hardcore punk bands who 
write about anything and 
everything. Things that 

are happening in the real 
world and not all this fantasy 
stuff." 

You mention hardcore punk 
bands. Do you draw any 
influences from them? "Lyric- 
ally probably and in our 
attitudes for sure". 


How did you get involved 
with Auburn Records? "Well 
we were getting a lot of 
exposure in Cleveland and 
Bill Peters, boss of Auburn, 
came to see us play and was 
really impressed. Also at 
the time there was no other 
thrash bands in Cleveland - 
most of the bands around 
then were real commercial. 
Anyway Bill has built up the 
confidence in what we are 
doing and we really feel 
that we are getting our 
satisfaction from the deal 
we have." 

What is the Cleveland 
metal scene like at the 
moment? "Actually there's 
& lot of talent in Oleveland 
and a lot of people who want 
to get it together. But the 
elub scene is so band that

there's no clubs who want 

to deal with metal. They 
prefer all that other kind of 
bullshit. That's the thing 
that's hurting the whole 
Cleveland metal scene; the 
fact that there's no venues 
to play." 

What type of metal bands 
are there in Cleveland now? 
"Well as I said at one point 
it was all commercial bands- 
everyone wanted to be popular 
sounding. But now with all 
this thrash that's coming out 
all over the world the trend 
is changing." 

But don't you think that 
we're maybe getting over 
polluted with thrash bands 
and most of them sound the 
same? "Yes I do, and that's 
why we didn't want to fall 
into certain cat ries like 
a majority of the bands be- 
cause we wanted to stand out; 
a little exhibition of doing 
something different." 

What thrash bands then do 
you think have their own 
identity? "CELTIC FROST, 
SLAYER and EXODUS I think 
stand out the most. Both 
SLAYER and EXODUS have their 
own style and that's what 
we're trying to create. 

"I also believe we have 
the ability to play more 
than just thrash; look whet 
bands like METALLICA and 
ARMORED SAINT have done with 
it. We wouldn't necessarily 
want to be like them but 
what they have accomplished 
so far, is our ambition; get 
to be big and prove that 


we're not just thrash, but 
a heavy metal band and can 
do it all." 

Then what musical direction 
do you see DESTRUCTOR taking 
in the future? "Well we 
always wanna be heavy and 
grinding. Down the line 
we might have a couple of 
songs that may be different, 
but never wimpy. But we 
don't sit down and say 
we wanna be like this or 
that; whatever we come up 
with we write it, and we 
don't write songs we don't 
use; if we don't think its 
gonna be a good song then 
we don't finish it." 


Did you get much feedback 
from your demo "Smash Your 
Skulls......"? "Oh yeah. 
We've had a lot of mail from 
being in your magazine alone, 
as well as the feature in 
Kick Ass Monthly. 

"Actually when we made 
that demo it was just an 
attempt at getting onto local 
college radio and now there's 
a couple of different versions 
of the demo about. But we 
never meant for the demo to 
go as far as it has. It's 
really taken us all by 
surprise!"

Guitarist and founder member MAGNUS JAPL reveals all. . . 


“Axewitch was formed in July 1981 when guitarist Mikael 
Johansson and myself came together with Tommy Brage 
(bass), Mats Johansson (drums) and vocalist Anders 
Wallentoft. Tommy, Anders and | had previously played 
together in a local HM band called Hazy. 


“As soon as we felt the band was ready we played some 
gigs in our home.town Linkoping, and began to build up 
a loyal following of fans. Just over a year later, in 
November 1982, we decided the time was right to issue 
an album, and released a mini-album with the title “Pray 
For Metal". It came out early in 1983 and was well 
received both by fans and rock magazines all over the 
world; reaching number six in "Kerrang's" import chart. 


“In April 1983 we signed a contract with Web Records in 
Stockholm. A few months later we went up to Stockholm 
and recorded our first full-length LP entitled “The Lord of 
Flies", This album put Axewitch in a leading position in 
heavy metal in Scandanavia, and the band began its first 
major tour of Sweden in December 1983. “The Lord Of 
The Flies’ was released throughout Europe and also in 
Japan. As soon as the tour was over, we began writing 
songs for our second album”. 


Which brings us on to the ‘Visions Of The Past” album, 
released in Britain by Neat earlier this year (NEAT 1025). 


As we've received loads of requests from fans, here is a list of a few good fanzines on the metal scene. 


“Visions. . . ” was recorded at DB Studios in Stockholm in 
June 1984 and released in Scandanavia at the end of the year. 
Issued on license throughout Europe during 1985, the album 
is a no-nonsense metal-affair, the standout cuts for me 

being the title track and "Heading For A Storm". 


By the time ‘Visions Of The Past” had been issued by Neat, 
however, Axewitch's line up had undergone a considerable 
upheaval. “In April of this year three members of the band 
left, leaving just Anders Wallentoft and myself. -So in June, 
when we went into the studios to start work on our third 
album, it was with three new members - Klas Wollberg, 
Magnus Hedin and Abbey. 


“As for “Visions Of The Past", we think it's the best album 
the old line up recorded, the songs and the musicianship are 
much better than on the older albums. And we are very 
pleased to be at Neat Records because we think that it's the 
only real heavy metal record company in the U.K” 


What more can we say!

Judging from your letters this had been the one you'd ай 
been waiting for — Venom’s first full tour of Britain. 
Although not as extensive as many had hoped, with only 
one date arranged in Scotland and Wales and Northern 
Ireland excluded altogether due to.financial complications, | 
news of the ten-date tour brought fans scrambling for 
tickets. 


But the World Possession Tour (Part Two) ran into 
problems long before the band got on the road when 

it was discovered that the planned massive pyrotechnic 
display would put audiences at risk in some of the smaller 
venues. As a result the band had the choice of either 
reducing the scale of the pyros or cancelling the shows 
altogether. Last minute attempts Were.made to reschedule. 
the endangered dates in larger venues in the same, or 
neaby towns, but this only proved possible in Neweastle, 
the Mayfair gig being shifted to тће тисћ larger City Hall: 
six dates on the tour - at Ipswich, Nottingham, Sheffield, 
Edinburgh, Cardiff and Hanley - unfortunately had to be 
scrapped, reducing the tour to a shadow of its former 
self. 


"We want to apologise to ticket holders in all the.cancelled. 
towns", commented Cronos. “However, | know that our 
fans understand that when Venom make a promise to spend. 
£1000 per show on fiteworks we Keep that promise. The 
pyros are an integral part of our show and we would rather 
cancel dates than compromise our show in any way what- 
so-ever.'^ 


This was the second problem the band faced concerning 
their pyrotechnics display. in as many weeks. Earlier in. 
September Venom were booked to headline the Lorelei 
Festival in Germany, and stipulated that there should be 
£5000 of fireworks available to give the fans an evening 
to remember. On the afternoon of the festival, however, 
the band suddenly discovered that absolutely nothing had 
been provided for the show and immediately made plans 
to scrap their appearance and return to England. Before 
they could leave, Cronos, Mantas and Abaddon were 
surrounded by festival bouncers and armed police, and 
the situation looked decidedly nasty until the police 
chief insisted that the promoter meet his contractural 
obligations. and provide the fireworks immediately, 

As a result of this the band played a stunning set amongst 
a dazzling display of fireworks worth 27500. 


As {һе зтоке began to clear the crowd went wild : Venom's 
triumphant return to the stage of the Hammersmith Odeon, 
the final date of the British tour, some sixteen months after 
the Seventh Date of Hell, was greeted with frantic cheers 
and deafening applause. 


The band opened with “Too Loud (For The Crowd)” and 
immediately it was clear thatitonight there would be no 
letup as the trio's aural assault rocked the balcony. 

Black Мета!" and “Die Hard“ followed, two Venom 
classics that had the whole audience rocking wildly. The 
new single “Nightmare” slowed the tempo down slightly 
but the respite was brief as “Countess Bathory” blasted 
out of the massive Р.А. system, and again the crowd went 
wild as the pyrotechnics near the front went off, bathing 
the band in an eerie, unearthly light. The lighting rig 
descended during "7 Gates Of Hell", casting ghostly 
shadows about the stage, and Mantas vanished into the 
gloom leaving Cronos the whole stage on which to torture 
his bass, the instrument howling more and more as the solo 
progressed, The opening notes to "Teacher's Pet" brought 
а massive roar from the crowd and the band tore into the 
song with neither subtelty nor compassion. 


“This is the slow one off "Black Metal", shouted-Cronos. 
“This is “Buried Alive’. You could almost hear the 
fingernails tearing at the coffin lid as the dry ice swirled 
around the demonic trio and the cries of desperation echoed 
around the Odeon. Another off “Black Мета!” followed - 
“Don't Burn The Witch” - and the pace took off again 

until thelapocalyptic "Warhead", a showcase for Mantas’ 
talents, gave the crowd time to breathe once more. 


"'Schitzo', "Satanachist" “Leave Me In Ней”, classic 
followed classic; the crowd expected no quarter and 
none was given. Encores of “Rip Ride” and “Witching 
Hour", with the P.A. groaning and pyros explading 
everywhere, brought the show to an end, and left the 
audience gazing in dazed submission. October 8th will 
never be the same again. 


The next day Venom set off for Italy, where, joined 
by Atomkraft, the Continental leg of the tour kicked 

off in Rome. The tour then took in Germany, Denmark, 
Holland and France, cluminating in a show in Paris on 
November 4th. A highly successful tour for all concerned.

On June 24th Atomkraft had the dubious honour of opening 
for Slayer's one off performance at the Marquee in London. 
The band suffered from a lousy sound system and, a short 
way into their set, they suddenly trashed their gear. | asked 
bassist/vocalist Tony-Dolan - not called the demolition man 
for nothing! ~ exactly what happened that night:- 


"The Marquee? Well, I'm sure you read Kerrang! '5 review 
of us. It's all bulls**t! O.K., so we did three-and-a-half 
songs then trashed the gear but we had an excellent time 
and the kids ioved it! So a few punks at the back hurled 
abuse but we never heard a thing - you can be sure that 

if | had done the axe wouldn't have been wasted on the 
stage. 


The equipment failed because a fuse had blown in the main 
power supply apparantly, and no-one was at all helpful to 
point out the source to our crew. In fact, we were messed 
about from the start. They tried to make us cut our crew 
down, and said they wouldn't be allowed in without 
paying etc. We got no soundcheck, a bad monitor come- 
back and a lousy sound. But still. we went out there, 
kicked ass and honestly, the kids went wild.” 


This is how Paul Miller of Forearm Smash reviewed the show 
for Lead Weight: 

It's almost impossible to judge the band from just three 
numbers, but if those songs were - as | suspect they were - 
typical of an Atomkraft live blitz, then metal freaks watch 
out! The trio - bassist/vocalist Tony Dolan, ex Tysondog 
drummer Ged Wolf, and young Rob Mathew on guitar - 
are very much in the vein of fellow North-East heroes 
Venom, yet, refreshingly, deck themselves out in futuristic 
Metallic gear that nods at the vacant spot between Warrior 
and Mad Max. With looks slowly becoming more and more 
important in the current image-crazed music machine, it's 
to Atomkraft's credit that they've cultivated an appearance 
that does not leave them resembling either a batch of 
rejects from Billy Smart's Circus or a bunch of porcupines. 
On the music side, “Warzone” and "Total Metal” 

clearly spell out the band's direction, and it was a cryin’ 
shame that they were forced into a serious curtailed set. 
which climaxed in the savage destruction of Tony's bass 
and Ged's bass drum meeting its maker courtesy of a 
sledgehammer. | guess that's what you'd call ‘having a 
smashing time', eh? 


The Killer Elite 


Avenger's long awaited second album “Killer Еме” (Neat 1026) was released in October and received some very good 
reviews, including a ten-star thumbs-up from Metal Forces. Bassist Mick Moore gave me the story behind the songs. 
REVENGE ATTACK "'Swiftly (vocalist lan Davison Swift) came up with the introduction to this one, and | wrote 
the rest of the music. l've got to be honest, | didn't actually see the lyrics until | got a copy of the lyrics sheet, so 

1 don't really know what all the songs are about. This one's about an air-raid isn't it!" 


RUN FOR YOUR LIFE “This is a vampire song, a vampire searching for his next meal. He's after a bit of ‘Blood 
Sports'!"'. 
BRAND OF TORTURE “This is one of the songs | don't really get. It seems to be quite a popular song though, 


with a nice bit of guitar work from Greg." 


STEEL ON STEEL “I like this song although.l'm-not too keen on the chorus personally. One about the Vikings, 

and having a go back at them." 

FIGHT FOR THE RIGHT (TO ROCK) “Nothing to do with KEEL, I'm very pleased with this song. A good heads-down 
anthmic song, the bands at the bottom looking up at the bands at the top and saying ‘we can rock as good as you’. 
Yeah, | like thís one. 

HARD TIMES“ Another Greg/Swifty composition, | don't know if Swifty's lyrics are based on a personal experience 
or what, It’s sort of I’ve had enough of your cheating, "I'm going back to me mum". 


UNDER THE HAMMER. “| wrote the music to this one and came up with the title, and Swifty came up with the 
lyrics. t could be about bands being continually slagged off, even though they know they can make it. Everyone 
says you've got no chance and you're trying to turn the tables, and bring the hammer down on them." 


FACE TO THE GROUND “ This is meant to be catchy, and is one of the most popular songs on the album, I’m 

not over Keen on it because | find it a bit repetitive to play, but who wants my opinion anyway!” 

DANGEROUS GAMES “The thrill of danger, that's what this is about. Avenger meets Rambo! Fast living, playing 
dangerous games.” 

YESTERDAY'S HEROES “This is one of my favourites, | think Swifty sings this one very well. The lyrics are self- 
explanitory about how easily heroes ace forgotten.” 

М.М. 85 “Another self explanitory one, this is a song for the thrashers. Those nice chaps from Warfare helped out 
on the chorus line ‘Metal Mayhem’, but | can't for the life of me remember how that came about! | was quite pleased 
with the bass line on this опе.”

"Oh 
yeah, the riot! THE GODZ 
were carrying their guns 
about with them during that. 
That was a wild show!" 
Certainly was. Seems San 
Diego's Sports Агепа!5 
bouncers didn't take too 
kindly to ANGEL's pretty boy 
image. Seems the bouncers 
got well out of order with 
the crowd and ANGEL ended up 
fighting 'em. Punky poured 
beer all over 'em from the 
stage then hit one with a 
bottle over the head. Frank 
Dimino, Steve Brooks and 
Robin Meadows (ANGEL roadies) 


were all on the floor punch- 
ing it out with 'em. The 
house lights were left on for 
the rest of the show, after 
which THE GODZ surrounded 
ANGEL and uttered the immor- 
tal lines "To get to ANGEL 
you'll have to go through 
THE GODZ!!". 
Anyway is this 
project or just a 
thingyou're doing now? "Oh 
definately a long term pro- 
ject. You see ANGEL never 
really broke up. We were 
in limbo for a year after 
Casablanca went down waiting 
to see what would happen. 
Eventually we got involved 
with different projects 
which put ANGEL on hold a 
while longer. We've always 
had good chemistry in this 
band and it was never boring. 
We definately didn't split." 
That's true because it 
was never officially announ- 
ced. But do you think Gregg 
will mind you using the name 
again? More to the point does 
he know? "Gregg wanted to 
use the name for what turned 
out to be his GIUFFRIA pro- 
ject but we got together and 
out voted him. It was a 
majority decision. ANGEL was 
always a partnership. Actu- 
ally I played on the tape 
that got Gregg the deal with 
Camel Records along with 
But I don't

David Eisley. 
really wanna talk about 
Gregg, after all why should 
I give him free press?!" 


We both laugh. Why indeed. 
So who are you gonna recruit 
as the new keyboard player? 
"We'll be using Garri Brandon 
who used to be in WHITE SIS- 
TER. He's a good friend of 
ours and a big ANGEL fan. He 
looks great too, so he'll be 
working with us in California 
once he comes off tour with 
JOHN PARR. 

Actually this liason may 
not occur. At the time of 
writing I've been informed 
by other sources that Brandon 
will be going straight into 
the studios to work on John 
Parr's second album. We'll 
have to wait and see. 

So what have you person- 
ally been up to for the past 
five years? "Well I worked 
with Gregg, Ricky Phillips 
and Fergie Frederiksen on 
demo's. We got a lot of 
label interest but never 
signed any contracts although 
we did have a deal with A&M 
at one point" (Possibly the 
"Legend" project??) That tape 
had the original versions of 
"Whips" and "Trouble-shooter" 
» both songs have since been 
covered by (the next Mega- 
band) WHITE SISTER. Actually 
I seem to remeber Lita Ford 


once telling me that some ex- 
members of ANGEL had got a 
deal with A&M. Funny that. 
"After that I worked with 
Gregg and David Eisley t hen 
moved here to New York. Leber/ 
Krebs called me up looking for 
a guitarist. They wanted to 
add another dimension to 
Michael Bolton's band (This 
was after Bruce Kulick had 
joined KISS). I considered 
writing with Michael but I 
was thinking about ANGEL all 
along and Michael Bolton is 
really another type of artist 
altogether". 


I'd heard from various 
sources that you were really 
disillusioned with music and 
had moved back to Maryland. 
"на! Ha! Who told you that? 
That's not true. I know when- 
ever anyone disappears for a 
while all sorts of rumours 
get spread about due to the 
mystery that surrounds 
people and that's happened to 
пе. I've never been dis- 
illusioned with music, espe- 
cially Heavy Rock. I love it. 
Music's the only thing I 
could work in and I'm real 
happy. І was in Maryland a 
few weeks because my father 
had died and I was sorting 
out property and stuff." 

What do you think of 
your brother Timmy's guitar 
playing? "I remember teach- 
ing him a few licks when he 
was twelve or thirteen. He's 
a really good player. His 
band are in California right 
now recording an album." 

Quick commercial break 
here. Thrash fans. If you've 
read this far watch out for 
the DEUCE album due on Torrid 
Records. It's gonna be a 
killer. Timmy Meadows and 
Tom Gattis play up a storm 
on guitar. Buy! 

I feel there's one helluva 
market out there for DEUCE, 
but is there still for ANGEL? 
"Oh yes I think so. The gr- 
eat thing about ANGEL is 
that we're all equal in 
musicianship, we were a great 
live band and we all thrived 
off the competition we gave 
each other. We all put a lot 
into that band. I like a 
band that has input." 

So what direction will 
the new stuff be in? In the 
style of the first two albums 
or the "Sinful" era? "Oh it- 
111 be interesting. Geared 
towards kick-ass, heavy tunes. 
One of the songs I've written 
is called "Got Away With 
Murder". (And could possibly 
be a QUIET RIOTish anthem 
called "Rock Hard"??) Actu- 
ally I léve our earlier stuff. 
We were more in control then, 
but Casablanca and the mana- 
gement were always telling 


us what to do, I don't think 
anyone whould put up with 
that." 

I understand you're not 
going to do the white clothing 
thing? "No I don't think so. 
It's not something original 
anymore, everybody's doing 
it now. Actually we haven't 
discussed any stage concepts 
yet - we're too excited about 
the music, but it'll be really 
something. Barry Levine will 
be working on that." 

And it looks like the UK 
and Europe will be the first 
to see the new ANGEL assault. 
Why didn't ANGEL come over to 
Europe before? "That was 
downto bad management. Our 
show cost so much that it was 
decided to concentrate on the 
United States and break there 
first. I've never been to 
England so I'm dying to visit 
soon." 

I've heard that Phonogram 
in the U.S. have got quite 
a bit of unreleased material 
in their vaults they got when 
they took over Casablanca in 
1980 - including I hear the 
version of "You Really Got 
Me" that Gregg Giuffria tot- 
ally denied, existed. Aren't 
you worried that they might 
try and cash-in by re-relea- 
sing all your old albums? 
"Well I guess we'll just 
have to protect ourselves 
with good lawyers!!" 

I personally can't stand 
things being re-released. I 
find the whole enjoyment of 
collecting records is track- 
ing down rare items. I mean 
I got hold of your BUX and 
CHERRY PEOPLE albums that way. 
"Yeah, I agree it's really 
nice to find out of print 
albums. I can't believe you 
have the CHERRY PEOPLE 
album! I think we tried to 
be THE MONKEES or something. 
I guess I was a businessman 
even when I wag a kid! I 
was really angry when that 
BUX LP came out. Mickie 
Jones and I aren't on the 
cover of that record. Ralph 
Morman, who was the singer, 
and I are still very good 
friends, he's a really good 
guy. He was in SAVOY BROWN 
for a while." 

At present ANGEL should 
be rehearsing material - 
most of it written by Mead- 
ows - for their ‘debut! off- 
ering '85/6 style. This 
should take the form of a 
mini-LP full of material 
Punky "can't wait" to let 
me hear. The record should 
be put out early in 
the New Year. Nothing is 
really confirmed at present 
but when it is you'll surely 
hear about it in these pages 
first!

BERNARD DOE Speaks To The New Masters Of Metal 


JOHN CYRIIS 


It's a well known fact 
that the most successful ba- 
nds in heavy metal are those 
with the most original and 
at the same time the most 
appealing sound. Now while 
many would argue that AGENT 
STEEL are mearly copyists 
drawing influences from the 
likes of IRON MAIDEN, MERCY- 
FUL FATE, JUDAS PRIEST, SLA- 
YER and METALLICA, I firmly 
believe that the band have 
their own exciting distinc- 
tive sound and a conceptual 
attitude that puts them in a 
class of their own compared 
with other speed metal bands. 
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JUAN GARCIA 


Take & listen to the bands LP 
"Skeptics Apocalypse" to find 
out what I mean. 

AGENT STEEL is the brain- 
child of lead vocalist and 
main songwriter John Cyriis, 
a musician who, despite his 
young years, is a near vet- 
eran of the LA metal scene 
having played with the likes 
of ABATTOIR and SCEPTRE and 
appeared on both band offer- 
ings to the "Metal Massacre" 
compilation album. 


It was with John, together 
with guitarist Juan Garcia 
(another ex-ABATTOIR member),

that I recently spoke to about 
AGENT STEEL's goals and obj- 
ectives. But first task on 
the agenda was for John to 
explain the formation of the 
band, that in its early stages 
was plagued with constent 
line-up problems in the gui- 
tarist department? 


John: "Well basically I 
left ABATTOIR because of 
conceptual differences, and 
I decided to start my own 
band where I could have con- 
ceptual and musical freedom. 
I used to play guitar and I 
felt I had a lot of material

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that was like sitting in the 
cupboard and being wasted 
because ABATTOIR didn't want 
to use it. So I decided to 
start my own band. 

"I started AGENT STEEL 
with a drummer Chuck Profus 
that I used to play with in 
a band a long time back, and 
bassist George Robb. The 
three of us basically founded 
the band in August '84." 

What about the guitarist 
problems you've had? There's 
been Mark Marshall (now 
SAVAGE GRACE), John Gott, 
Bill Simmons and Kurt Kil- 
felt, who played on the 
album, and they've all been 
replaced nearly as quickly 
as they had joined the 
band. Why? 

John: "Well Mark was a 
friend I'd met and he was 
kind of a fill-in for a 
while. He was like a rookie 
on the scene, he'd never 
been in a professional band 
or played live on stage. 

So I gave him a break and 
helped him ripen. up to the 
metal scene and playing 
live. But as tine went on 
I decided that I didn't 
really have much use for 
him because he didn't have 
much studio experience. 
Since I had really worked 
well with Juan in the past 
with ABATTOIR, I decided to 
bring him into the band and 
we've hit it off really well; 
the bands just got more 
powerful and the directions 
became more stable also. 

"As for Kurt Kilfelt well 
despite all the attitude pro- 
blems we had with him, we 
left his photo on the album 
out of sheer courtesy. We 
had never really decided that 
he was going to become a 
permanent member of AGENT 
STEELE because we were not 
sure of hiring band members 
with attitudes as in the case 
of Mike Marshall also. Unfor- 
tunately a lot of good music- 
ians are ruined by attitudes 
and girlfriends." 

Juan: "Kurt's been out of 
the band now for about six 
months. We've now got a new 
guitar player, Bernie Versye 
and the guy's an incredible 
lead player and a good song- 
writer also. This will be 
evident on our new EP which 
will feature three new AGENT 
STEEL tracks." 

When you first formed the 
new band, I seem to remember 
some confusion over the папе. 
Wasn't you originally gonna 
call the band SANCTUARY? 

John: "Well SANCTUARY was 
a band that me and drummer 
Chuch Profus was in together 
several years ago, and we 
really got attached to the 
name; that's why we were a 
little sketchy on the name 
itself. But we thought that 
AGENT STEEL overall was a 
little more accesible with- 
out directly implying any 
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kind of religious preference. 

"Even though SANCTUARY is 
not, say a black metal name, 
we still felt it implies 
some kind of religious con- 
cept, and we didn't want to 
imply that we were Christians 
or anything because we're not. 
So that's why we decided aga- 
inst SANCTUARY and stuck 
with AGENT STEEL." 

You were originally going 
to record a mini-LP but ended 
up releasing a full length 
album. Why? John: "Well at 
first we didn't know if we 
had the budget to go in and 
record a full album. But once 
we went in the studio things 
just fell into place so we 
ended up being able to 
record enough tracks for a 
full album." 

Did you record the album 
before you got the deal? 
John: "No, what happened was 
Combat Records was interested 
in us because they had just 
signed ABATTOIR and MEGADETH 
and they knew that Juan and I 
had been with ABATTOIR and 
a lot of the magazines had 
been asking what had happened 
to the ABATTOIR singer that 
had sung on the"Metal Mass- 
acre" track "Screams From 
The Grave" and Juan had play- 
ed on that track and the 
ABATTOIR album -even though 
the band didn't give him any 
erdit for playing on the 
album, which I think is a 
really dirty thing - and 
Combat knew there was a buzz 
about AGENT STEEL in the lo- 
cal scene and having heard 
the "144,000 Gone" demo 
they immediately wanted to 
sign the band. They gave us 
a recording budget and we 
just went in the studio and 
did it". 

Juan, your split with ABA- 
TTOIR: As John said you did 
play on the album; why didn't 
they give you any credit? 
Juan: "Basically they were 
upset that I had left the 
band. We had just finished 
recording the album and it 
was during the mixing sessi- 
ons that I decided it wasn't 
going to work out - there 
was a lot of turmeil in the 
band - so I decided to leave. 

"I thought that they were 
going to be cool about things 
and at least put my name on 
the album as playing guitar 
and not just writing some of 
the music. 

"What they did was take 
a new band photo and just 
decided to erase any thought 
of any former members just 
to make it look a stable band 
I guess. Also the drummer 
didn't play on that album 
either. It's the other drum- 
mer Robert Wayne playing on 
the album and he didn't 
even get his name mentioned 
at all. So it was kind of 
a dirty thing to do, but 
people do that these days; 
dog eat dog I guess." 


What do you think of all 
the comparisons to IRON MAI- 
DEN that people have been 
making? Probably me more 
than anyone having labelled 
you "MAIDEN on speed", Do 
you get sick of that term? 

Juan: "Well I think the 
comparison to Maiden is be- 
cause we have a lot of har- 
monies in our music and we 
play fast too and John's 
vocals are good just like 
Bruce Dickinson's," 

John: "Well I actually 
consider it a really heavy 
compliment to be compared 
to IRON MAIDEN so closely. 
But I think we have a very 
different and original sound 
than IRON MAIDEN. I also 
think my vocal range is 
very differnt to Bruce 
Dickinson's and also my 
conceptual ideas. 

"But I do consider it a 
compliment to be compared to 
MAIDEN because they're so 
successful and it. makes me 
feel that AGENT STEEL could 
have & good future ahead of 
us." 

What direction musically 
do you see the band taking 
in the future? John: "Well 
we want to keep our music 
as original sounding 
as we can. We like playing 
speed and hardcore metal 
because were young and it's 
something we're getting out 
of our system right now. 
Although we don't see our- 
selves playing this aggre- 
ssive forever, we do want 
to keep our music as heavy 
as possible and we defin- 
ately will not conpronise 
and loose any kind of inte- 
grity as far as conceptual 
things go. 

"I'd never see us ending 
up writing songs about girls 
or releationships. Even if 
we were forced to we couldn't 
do it because it's not in us." 

What's it like in LA at 
the moment for metal bands? 
John: "LA is really becoming 
a drag for НМ and I'll tell 
you why. A lot of the glam 
bands are starting to take 
over, for a while it was 
really cool because punk 
was really in and all the 
people were getting really 
hardcore and into speed metal. 
" But now all the clubs are 
being infiltrated by what 
they're calling a "glam 
metal scene" where guys dre- 
ssed up like girls with 
lipstick and their hair up 
in the air like MOTLEY CRUE 
looking like a bunch of por- 
cupines and they come over 
very feminine. I guess this 
turns on the girls or what- 
ever. 

"Another reason is that a 
lot of the clubs are all 
starting to boycott hardeore 
metal. We just played a gig 
recently where we had to 
practically strangle the own- 
er of the club to let us 


play. I mean he was try ing 
to make us sign an insurance 
policy saying that if there 
was any damage or anybody 
got huptat the club where 
people were slam diving or 
headbanging, then we were 
responsible. Well we don't 
want to be responsible for 
that; like a guy stage dives 
and breaks his foot and 
he's gonna sue us for $100,000 
instead of the club. 

"But a lot of the clubs 
around here are really strongly 
boycotting hardcore metal. 
SLAYER just played at the 
Country Club and somebody 
got really hurt bad so the 
club won't allow SLAYER back 
there anymore; DARK ANGEL and 
a lot of the heavy bands have 
also been banned. 

"It's like a movement I 
guess that's trying to stop 
them. Like the Senators 
wives thing in Washington 
DC, who are trying to get 
record labels to put warning 
labels on the front of the 
albums which I think is 
pretty ridiculous; because 
instead of stopping HM all 
they're doing is giving it 
more hype; making the 
kids more curious about the 
contents of these records 
that they're trying to hide 
or cover up so much." 

The shows get very violent 
then in LA? John: " Extremely 
violent. We play a lot of 


shows with SLAYER and the 
crowds are just unbelievable. 
We see 500 or 600 people in 
a slam circle and all you 
see is bodies swaying and 
falling, and in the middle 
of the circle is like a 
complete frenzy!" 

Juan: "Yeah, SLAYER are 
pretty much total Gods out 
here in LA when it comes to 
hardcore shows. It's unbel- 
ievable, it's something 
you've gotta witness your- 
self." 

John: "Also we're pretty 
well accepted by the SLAYER 
crowd and a lot of the hard- 
core audiences. Although our 
music is a little more 
cleaner they tend to respect 
us becuase our attitudes on 
stage are really serious. 
They don't take it like we're 
posers or whatever." 

You've just played a string 
of gigs across the US. When 
can we expect to see you in 
Europe? John: "Well we def- 
inately want to come to 
Europe but I think we'll let 
the album circulate a bit 
more and let the name become 
more known; so that when we 
do come over there it will 
be a little more worth our 
while. We'll probably come 
over once the EP has been ге- 
leased." 

Juan: "The EP will also 
be available in a limited 
picture disc version. It's 


more heavier with a lot more 
energy than on our album." 

John: "Yeah I'd like to 
quote a little of the con- 
cept from our EP, It's called 
"Маа Locust Riding" and the 
title song is "Locust And 
Plague" which is about a sw- 
arm of locust 3 miles wide, 

2 miles high and like a 
black cloud moving across 
Africa, destroying everyth- 
ing in its path, all the 
crops - everying. The strange 
thing about these locusts is 
they're not like ordinary 
locust; they don't just eat 
crops but they also eat human 
flesh and there's nothing 
that can stop them; they 

just keep multiplying by 
thousands a minute. 

"It ends up with the swarm 
getting near the coast and 
the scientists believe 
they're not gonna make it 
&cross the water, but 
the latest report was they 
had been 12,000 miles out to 
sea and they were moving 
towards North America. 

"I think it's a really 
interesting thing; the lyrical 
concept is just gonna grab 
people by the throat". You 
had better believe it.

If thrash is merely a раз- 
sing fancy and you fancy at 
least one thrash metal album 
then THIS is the one to get. 
ANTHRAX? I've heard that LP 
and I don't like it. POSSE- 
SSED have easily recorded The 
definitive thrash album of 
1985. SLAYER? Who? Serio- 
usly POSSESSED have much more 
in the way of ability and 
youth to seriously challenge 
for the heaviest of crowns. 
Possibly the best thing to 
happen to thrash metal since 
VENOM gave us 'Black Metal’, 

From the eerie church 
organ intro to "The Exorcist", 
it's no-relentin' rock'n'roll. 
The guitar work of Messrs. 
Lalonde and Torrao is exce- 
llent throughout, definately 
the most innovative of players 
in this sphere. Some of the 
things they've put on vinyl, 
particuarly captured on 
"Pentagram" or "Holy Hell" 
are virtually unheard of, 
even in 'normal! metal cir- 
cles. Cliched? No way! 

I admit I could've done 
without the Cronos like wail- 
ings of Jeff Becerra but I 
guess if the guy actually 
sang something he would, like 
anybody else, be dubbed a 
poser. You have to sound 
tough right? No Vince Neil 
clones in thrash metal right? 

"Seven Churches" should 
be indispensable to connois- 
eurs of this type of stuff 
and, to апуопе,ејве, а remi- 
nder that not all thrash metal 
is just pure noise with no 
mus icianship.Right?

Remnants Of War 
(Combat Records) 


These guys are on the 
cutting edge of something 


very big. If Heavy Metal 
is to continually grow and 
progress, the bands invol- 
ved can not continue to 
plod along playing the same 
old cliched material. 
HELSTAR's brand new offering 
proves they are not running 
with the rest of the pack.

James Rivera (aka Bill 
Lionel) still is their ex- 
cellent vocalist,and Larry 
Barragan still handles 

half of the lightning leads. 
It's the rest of the line- 
up that has changed, and it 
is most certainly a change 
for the better. The reasons 
for these changes will be 
brought out in-depth in an 
upcoming HELSTAR article. 

What is important now 
is what they do. Drummer 
Rene Luna, bassist Jerry 
Abarca and guitarist Rob- 
ert Trevino intentionally 
ог unintentionalzty have 
led HELSTAR to a "Sound" 
that may be the next big 
thing to be copied. They 
are excellent repiacements. 

If you loved MEGADETH's 
debut, this will be for you. 
"Remnants Of War" is tech- 
nical and unpredictable and 
a guitarist's dream. The 
album was produced by Randy 
Burns, and he has brought 
the guitars to the front. 
Unlike "Burning Star" in 
which nothing stood out at 
the hands of Carl Canedy. 

"Remnants of Wer" is an 
8 song LP. Plus one instru- 
mental intro. For those 
of you who have a bootleg 
copy of "Helstar Live At 
Austin" you will remember 
& cut not on "Burning Star" 
called "Deliver Us From 
Evil". This song as well 
&s the intro "Unidos Por 
Tristoza" 4s now called 
"Remnants Of War". This 
shows you that the LP has 
been one and a half years 
in the making. 

A lot of you probably 
thought HELSTAR vanished 
from the face of the Earth.

Night Of The Crime O 
(Capitol) 


Without one shadow of a 
doubt THE album of the year 
- unless something truly MEGA 
appears between now and Dec- 
ember 3186! Probably one of 
the finest commerical metal 
albums ever recorded and a 
product that Phoenix boyz 
ICON can justifiably be proud 
of. 

Produced by pedigree studio 
person Eddie Kramer, "Night 
Of The Crime" oozes with с1- 
assy songs and even finer 


musicianship. From the open- 
ing brilliance of "Naked Eyes" 
(one of the saddest HR songs 
written since "Happy Ending" 
by BREATHLESS?) through to 
the metal stompin' Mike Varn- 
ey co-written "Rock My Radio" 
ICON can do no wrong. This 
is what commercial metal is 
all about. Check out awesome 
tracks such as "Shot At My 
Heart", "Hungry For Love" 

or "Out For Blood" and you'll 
be hooked. Sure they're much 
more commerical than on last 
year's debut. Sure they've 
dropped the overtly glam 
image (Kelv and I shed silent 
tears as a mark of respect) 
but this time the music says 
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Y&T 
Down For The Count 
(A&M Records) 


Well I guess it would 
be wishful thinking to ima- 
gine that Y and T vill ever 
release another classic to 
match the standards set by 
their "Earthshaker" album? 
But compared with recent 
garbage the band have been 
producing I must say that 
"Down For The Count" hints 
strongly at a return to the 
glory days. 

"In The Name Of Rock" 
and "Don't Tell Me What To 
Wear" are the two class 
tracks. Both powerful heavy 
metal rockers delivered in 
vintage Y and T style. 

Even the slightly more 
commercial orientated numbers 
like the DOKKEN style of 
"Anytime At А11" or the WHITE 
SISTER injected "Face Like An 
Angle" stand head and shoul- 
ders above recent feeble 
efforts.

But 
seeing as the high points out- 
weigh the low then "Down For 
The Count" has to be worth 
checking out for both old and 
new Y and T fans alike. I 
keep my fingers crossed for 


further improvement.

Walls Of Jericho 
(Noise) 


Well the promise that 
Germany's HELLOWEEN have 
shown on previous outings 
- two tracks on the "Death 
Metal" compilation and the 
"Helloween" mini-LP - have 
been totally fulfilled with 
their first full-length 
album because it's an abs- 
olute speed metal classic. 

I thought I'd heard the 
album of the year in ANTH- 
RAX's "Spread The Disease" 
but now I'm not so sure? 
"Walls Of Jericho" is burs- 
ting at the seams with some 
of the classiest metal ever 
put on vinyl. 

- As I've indicated in the 
past; the twin lead duo of 
Kai Hansen and Michael Wei- 
kath has a slight IRON MAI- 
DEN feel about it. But the- 
se guys wipe the floor with 
MAIDEN on sheer power as 
indicated on the very first 
track "Ride The Sky" - six 
minutes of technical speed 
metal blitz. 

"Reptile" is more con- 
ventional metal but cer- 
tainly leaves no prisoners, 
while "Guardians", a thrash 
orientated number with a 
catchy anthemic chorus. 

Side one closes with 
"Phantoms Of Death" which 
is another six minute plus 
epic. The main riff is a 
blatant copy from the 
PRETTY MAIDS 1983 demo track 
"Spanish Midnight", but the 
flurry of guitar soloing on 
this track is so brilliant 
I can ignore that lapse in 
originality. 

Side two is even better 
(if that's possible?). The 
frantic power assault of 
"Metal Invaders" kicks off 
and is followed by "Gorgar" 
which has a menacing ANTHRAX/ 
METALLICA inspired riff; 
although I could have done 
without the "Peter And The 
Wolf" (I think?) jig in the 
middle. 

"Heavy Metal (Is The Law)" 
is a metal anthem that will 
go down a storm live and the 
ultra speed riffing is breat- 
htaking. 

At séven minutes plus and 
entitled "How Many Tears" I 
had envisaged the final track 
to be a soppy ballad. But how 
wrong could I be? Surely more 
sweat than tears will be shed 
trying to keep up with this 
neckbreaker - a truly fitting 
climax to a superb album. 

So there you have it. 
METAL FORCES have been crit- 
icised somewhat in the past 
for being too generous with 
its high star ratings. Well 
in some cases I'd agree, 
but "Walls Of Jericho" cert- 
ainly deserves every one of 
those ten stars and don't 
you believe anything diff-

To be 
honest I was impressed but 
not blown away. It was only 
a track called "Burning 
Bridges" that really moved 
me with its gospel singers 
and all, but unfortunately 
this track does not appear. 

Anyway a couple of mon- 
ths later and Mr Roberts 
puts THE GODZ white label 
on the turntable. "Time- 
less" hits me like a brick 
wall, possibly the ultimate 


intro keyboard passage and 
guaranteed to be stolen by 
many as an intro tape. Then 
the magical guitars of 
Freddie Salem open "Chest 
Fever" doing a Gary Moore 
type intro which then makes 
way for the mighty gravel 
growlin' Eric Moore's titan- 
ic vocals. "Chest Fever" 
kills. THE GODZ put so much 
power into their music. It's 
not thrash or death but just 
pure power and it's unique 
to THE GODZ. 

"Foolin' Yourself" see's 
GODZ newcomer guitarist Pete 
Schuffert going for mayhem 
on the lead vocals and a fine 
job he does. "Hey You" clo- 
ses side one in fine GODZ 
style with a mini-rap from 
Eric Moore and enough good 
time rock'n'roll to keep 
even the most miserable of 
punters happy. 

Side two is pretty much 
the same as one. "Fire" 
features some hot guitar 
licks. Whilst "We're А11 
Crazy" must be the natural 
successor to "Gotta Keep A 
Runnin" with "GODZ are rock! 
n'roll rap" en all. THE 
GODZ are back make no mis- 
take. It's time Eric Moore 
had some success, I mean 
this guy is the only true 
rock'n'roller and if you 
think I'm kiddin' try and 
meet the guy.

Battle At Helms Deep 
(Metal Blade/Roadrunner ) 


I remember raving over 


the band in MF4's "Demolition" 
section. That demo killed - 
it was rough, tough and more 
to the point it was good.

a record deal, here's the 
album. 

It's not the greatest 
thing I've heard. Whilst 
some tracks are great others 
show that the band have the 
ideas but not, as yet capable 
of really pulling them off to 
truly melt your face.

Val Grant 
and his cohorts fiy through 
Some of the finest melodies 
ever to have stepped onto an 
independant release. Check 
out the righteous funk of 
"Going Crazy" - this is the 
sort of music that takes you 
back to the days of WIRELESS 
and FACEDANCER. Flip over 
to side two and you have

Produced by Lemmy, WAR- 
FARE's second album continues 
in the same mayhemic vein as 
their debut. 

Once the band have dispen- 
sed with the "Sound Of Music" 
intro, the album explodes 
into the punk thrash of 
"Electric Mayhem", before 
running through some slightly 
below par attempts at speed 
metal like on "Death Vigila- 
ntes" and "Disgrace" while 
the boppy "Wrecked Society" 
reminds me a lot of the riff 
to MAIDEN's "Running Free". 

It's not really until-the 
later stages of side two that 
the band really begin to show 
their true colours again on 
the aggressive fast paced 
riffers "Military Shadow" and 
"Metal Anarchy".

Speed Metal Hell 
(New Renaissance) 


There's never a short 
age of new metal bands eager 
to appear on the ever incre- 
asing amount of compilation 
albums released each year. 

"Speed Metal Hell" fea- 
tures a number of bands who 
are making their vinyl 
debuts, a majority of whom 
will be familiar to avid 
readers of our "Demo-lition" 
section. 

SAVAGE GRACE are the most 
popular band here with two 
numbers from their great 
"Master Of Disguise" album, 
while ARTILLERY who have 
just released a superb 
debut, have a non-album 
track, "Hey Woman", which 
for me is one of the album 
highlights. 

Other worthy performances 
are WHIPLASH with the total 
blur of "Thrash Till Death", 
EXECUTIONER with the imp- 
ressive "Victims Of Evil"; 
Virginia's AT WAR thrashing 
their way through the 
VENOM/SLAYER inspired "Bat 
Lead", ATTILAsupply ing а 
menacing riffer in the 
form of "Lucifers Hammer" 
and MIDNITE VICE from 
Canada showing the ability 
to mix speed metal with more 
melodical sounds. 

So what about the re- 
mainder? Well Italy's 
SHINING BLADE sound fairly 
average with "Winged Snake", 
the same goes for BATTLE

DDLE OF THE ROAD 


STEVE PRICE Speaks To MANILLA ROAD’s MARK SHELTON 
And Also Finds A Mid-West Metal Invasion On The Horizon 


I have absolutely no idea why it happens 
but everyone I know, including many of the 
MF staff, appears to think that American 
metal emanates from New York (eg.East Coast) 
or LA/Frisco (West Coast) and that nothing 
happens in between. In fact, even an Amer- 
ican friend told me "Kansas!!! Man that's 
the pits - nothing ever happens there". Oh! 
how wrong can people be. 

During my short stay the following bands 
appeared in "the pits" - DIO, URIAH HEEP, 
GRIM REAPER, MOTLEY CRUE, LOUDNESS, NIGHT- 
RANGER, VAN ZANT, MANILLA ROAD AND LECTRIC 
LEATHER (who? - don't worry more on them in 
a minute). 

On top of all that Kansas has the USA's 
best radio station in KICT and KICT has the 
USA's No. 1 metal jock in Shelley Hammer, 
so my first impression was that the Mid- 
West is heaven rather than hell. 

Moft of the aforementioned bands:have had 
enough written on them with the exception of 
MANILLA ROAD and LECTRIC LEATHER so the ob- 
ject of this brief Mid-West metal review is 
to concentrate on then. 

MANILLA ROAD are a few years and four 
albums old and based, very much, around 
their focal point of Mark Shelton. With no 
disrespect to the rest of the band, Randy 
!Thrasher'Foxe (drums) and Scott Park (bass), 
both of whom are excellent musicians, it is 
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fair to say that without Mark Sheldon who 
plays lead and vocals, MR would not be where 
they are - he live and breathes MANILLA ROAD 
- However that's not to say Mark is the band 
because МЕ is very much a unit. 

Offstage MR are normal human beings, on- 
stage they're WILD, the set containing a sel- 
ection of numbers from their albums "Manilla 
Road", "Invasion", "Crystal Pride" (all of 
which were released on the Kansas based 
Roadster label) and the latest "Open The 
Gates" (released on France's Black Dragon), 
plus a couple of new numbers (such as the 
amazingly brilliant"Bells of Apathy"). 

It did seem odd that MR (who have yet to 
travel outside of the States) should sign 
to a French label, but as Mark explained 
"They offered us the best deal, they know 
their products and their promotion is ex- 
cellent." 

Had they had offers from any US based 1а- 
bels? "Yeah, several but none of them were 
right. There was always something we didn't 
like about them. Our only problem with Bl- 


ack Dragon is that here in the States our LP 
is an import which can make it expensive." 
Mark was also convinced that they would like 
to do their 5th album with Black Dragon. 
"Obviously we have got to get into high level 
discussions with them but we would certainly 
like them to handle the next one, at the same

So Says DAVE SHAW 


1985 hasn't really been 
a good year for classic re- 
leases, maybe 5 or so LP's 
stand out in my mind, incl- 
uding ICON, ILLUSION, AERO- 
SMITH and KIX. For those of 
you who read my KIX review 
in MF 14, will know that I 
think that "Midnight Dynam- 
ite" will be the one to 
break KIX into the big time. 
So recently I spoke to bass- 
ist Donnie Purnell, having 
just played the Bayou Club 
in Washington D.C. where by 
all accounts "they had a hell 
of a show". 

I first asked Donnie to 
give me a brief history of 
the band? "I started the 
band with Ronnie, our guitar 
player. We borrowed a hun- 
dred bucks, found out about 
Brain, then got a drummer by 
the name of Donnie Spence who 
lived in Hagerstown. We also 
started the band with a diff- 
erent singer than we have 
now. We played like that 
for 2 or 3 months, before we 
got rid of the first singer 
because he was dumb. Then 
we heard about Steve, he 
was a drummer at the time 
but he sang a lot of stuff, 
so we stole him from the 
band he was in and made him 
our singer, finally we got 
rid of our drummer and got 
Jimmy Chalfont. After about 
a year with this new line- 
up we got our deal with 
Atlantic." 

Which leads me to my next 
question, how did the deal 
with Atlantic come about? 
"We made lots of demo tapes 
and sent them to different 
record companies, and the 
first company to see us was 
Atlantic. The guy liked us 
but didn't have the power to 
sign us, so he arranged for 
us to fly to New York and 
do an audition for all the 
big wheels at the record 
company. So we set up all 
out gear and played for 50 
minutes, and after the third 
song the President and Vice 
President of the record com- 
pany took our manager out- 
side. At first we thought 
they weren't interested, but 
we didn't give a fuck, we 
kept on looking at each other 
and I was telling Jimmy they- 
"ге eating this shit up; I 
thought we totally bombed. 

At the end of the whole thing 
the guy said do you want to 
be on Atlantic Records, we're

be happy to sign you!" 

You've just released a new 
LP, what's the response you're 
getting from the fans? "This 
has been our most successful 
LP. I'm most proud of this 
record, out of all of them, 
I think it's real consistent 
and no questions when you 
listen to it about what we 
do and where we're coming 
from. We learned a lot from 
the first two LP's because 
none of us had any studio 
experience, also we had a 
good producer on this one. 
We're getting fan letters 
and everyone is real posi- 
tive about the album." 

"Midnight Dynamite" sees 
you go back to more straight 
&head rock'n'roll like the 
first LP. "Cool Kids" seemed 
more pop than hard rock, was 
this anything to do with the 
producer, or did you want to 
go for a more sleazier 
sound? "When we made that 
record we had a different 
manager and the songs on the 
album really rocked out. But 
when we were done recording 
and it was time to mix,our 
olà manager came down and he 
thought it had to be light- 
ened up because he thought 
it was too heavy to get pla- 
yed on the radio. Between 
him and the producer they 
bought the guitars down and 
added keyboards to it - it 
burnt me up. We can do 
those songs on the second 
album. now and they sound so 
much better live than on 
record because we don't have 
a keyboard player. We make 
it much more powerful. Those 
songs were originally power- 
ful, but they took some of 
that power away by trying to 
get it on the radio." 

Was it Beau Hill's idea 
to bring in Mike Slammer and 
Anton Fig? "Mike Slammer was 
a friend of Beau's because he 
had just done the STREET's 
album. The reason we had 
Anton come in was because 
Jimmy had a pinched nerve 
in his arm and he had to 
have an operation before we 
recorded the last two songs. 
Before we sent Jimmy off to 
the hospital, we had him do 
all the drum parts on a drum 
machine. Then Anton came 
in for one day and played 
а real drum track to those 
two songs. It was pretty 
strange but it worked out 
really good." 


You're an East Coast 
band with a West Coast 
image, have you ever thought 
about moving to L.A.? "I 
don't know. We're going out 
there to see how everything 
goes, we do so well over in 
Maryland, Baltimore and New 
York - it keeps us alive. 

We probably have that opp- 
ortunity to come here, to 
make big bucks, be rock stars 
and have lots of fans, but 
we have considered maybe 
going to more of a music hub, 
like L.A. or New York, just 
so that we have daily cont- 
act with the music world." 

How important is the 
image to you? "It's fun, I 
would never want to have no 
image. Some people say that 
image shit is just bullshit, 
and it doesn't make the music 
any better or any worse, which 
is true, but it makes it more 
fun for us and more fun to 
a lot of people to look at 
a band that is a little diff- 
erent than every body else." 

Do you pay much attention 
to bands like RATT and MOTLEY 
CRUE? " I like RATT's two 
L.P.'s. Of all the bands 
like RATT, MOTLEY CRUE, 
TWISTED SISTER and QUIET RIOT 
I like RATT the best." 

Who are your influences 
besides beer, women and pi- 
zza? (Much laughter). "I like 
AC/DC, ROLLING STONES and 
AEROSMITH. We toured with 
AEROSMITH a lot, they're real 
easy to work with, they don't 
screw us around like some 
bands. I like some punk too, 
the real fast stuff." 

Are you getting much air- 
play, and what do you think 
of these people who want to 
put stickers on the records 
warning people about the 
lyrics? Wouldn't that stop 
some of your songs being pl- 
ayed on the radio? " I hope 
that moral shit dies down 
because I can't take much 
more. Like these religious 
HM bands, I can't stomach 
that stuff. (They've just 
played a few dates with 
STRYPER). For a rock'n'roll 
band to get up and say we 
got a new scheme and play 
God for an hour.. I can't 
handle it. Rock'n'Roll to 
me is from the day it started 
till today. It still has 
the same reason, it's meant 
for youthful people with a 
youthful message, like going 
out and having a good time,

The LP was delayed for 
some months, was that? 
"We were going to do the 
first half of the record with 
Beau and then find another 
producer to do the second 
half, because Beau had to 
do the RATT LP. But while 
recording the first half 
of our record we were try- 
ing to talk him into doing 
the whole album because he 
is really good, he knew what 
we wanted. Anyway he then 
went to do the RATT record 
and we convinced him to 
finish our album rather 
than turn it over to another 
producer. It was worth it 
for us to wait until the RATT 
record was done, then he came 
back and finished our LP." 


Finally Donnie what are 
you're plans for the future? 
"We're going to do this L.A 
thing and we've just come 
back from New England where 
we played with SOFT WHITE 
i.e. B.O.CULT) 
Then we did a 
lot of our own shows and 
everyone we did was a success. 
Our live show is really happ- 
ening, we picked out all the
